The number of alternatives for sol- 


ving parking problems in downtown 
Arlington Heights have been nar- 
rowed to three by the village planning 
department. 


The three plans were presented in 


rough form to the village plan com- 
mission Wednesday by Joe Kesler, vil- 
lage planner. 


The alternatives, from the original 


field of 12 options, all call for the 
building of at least one parking ga- 
rage to help alleviate traffic con- 
gestion in the central business dis- 
trict.

THE SCHEME that seems to be the 


most favorable to the plan commis- 
sion and the village administration 
would have four multi-level garages 
in the business district. The garages 
would be equally divided between the 
business district's north and south 
sections.

The garage plans have not been 


shown to the special committee head- 
ed by Trustee August Bettmari who is 
studying the problems and possible 
solutions to the downtown parking sit-

Sara Moore gets 
life imprisonment 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A federal judge Thursday sentenced 


Sara Jane Moore to the maximum term of life in prison for at- 
tempting to assassinate President, Ford, and said she never would 
have tried it if she could have been sentenced to death. 


The Judge berated her as a product of a permissive society. 
"You wouldn't be standing before me if we had an effective 


capital punishment law/1 U.S. District Judge Samuel Conti told the 
45-year-old ex-FBI informant. "The one thing people care about is 
their skin. If you had thought that the moment you pressed that 
trigger it would cost your life, you wouldn't have pressed it." 


Before her sentencing, Miss Moore said she felt no remorse for 


having attempted to take Ford's life and added that she still consid- 
ers assassination a "valid political tool." But she said she would 
not counsei anyone else to attempt an assassination. 


Miss Moore pleaded guilty Dec. 16 to firing a shot at President 


Ford from across the street as he walked out of the St. Francis 
Hotel after giving a speech. The shot missed him by five feet, and 
Miss Moore was immediately taken into custody. It was the first . 
shot fired at a President since John F. Kennedy was killed in

Gov. Daniel Walker Thursday made 


his second campaign swing through 
the Northwest suburbs in the last six 
days, pressing the flesh on a commu- 
ter train and attending a number of 
coffee hours.

Walker, who toured the area Satur- 


day, rode the crowded evening rush 
hour Chicago and North Western Ry. 
train to Arlington Heights, talking 
with riders along the way. He was 
scheduled to have dinner with area 
campaign workirs at the Scotch and 
Sirloin Restaurant in. Woodfield Shop- 
ping Center and visit a number of 
boinM in U» area. 


At Waflwr was greeting train pas- 


sengers, the AFL-CIO's Committee of 
Political-Education voted to endorse 
his opponent for the Democratic gu- 
bernatorial nomination, Sec. of State 
Michael Howlett. 


THE ENDORSEMENT was not sur- 


prising, but Walker forces said the 
governor's strong pro-labor record 
might produce an upset endorsement. 
The union leaders did break with 
Mayor Richard Daley Thursday by 
endorsing U.S. Rep. Ralph Metcalfe, 
D-ist, over a Daley-backed candidate. 


Before making his trip to the North- 


west suburbs on the commuter train, 
Walker told a Chicago press confer- 
ence 150 delegate candidates pledged 
to him had filed nominating petitions 
for the party's national convention. 


The announcement represented 


something of a change from the be- 
hind-the-scenes activities in (he Walk- 
er campaign. Although Walker-aides 
did solicit delegatejjfcandidates', an ef- 
fort was made recently by some 
Walker aides to create the impression 
the governor was not actively seeking 
delegate candidates to file nominating 
petitions pledged to him. 


WALKER SAID he is not a candi- 


date for president, bijt a'dded that he 
c||d not "sit,Idly by and let Daley 
elSt a bossed delegation." 


Walker said the delegate candidates 


are not pledged to him. He also said 
he would be a delegate candidate for 
the convention, adding he would not 
attempt to win a delegate's seat tiur- 


ing the state Democratic party con- 
vention in June. 


Walker said he did not have a com- 


plete list of the, delegates who filed 
nominating petitions pledged to him. 
The Illinois Elections Board was 
closed Thursday in honor of Martin 
Luther King's birthday. 


UNOFFICIAL information indicated 


there were about 
160, delegates 


pledged to U.S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson, 
D-I1L Stevenson'is not a candidate, 
but the Daley organization is using 
the senator's name as a favorite-son 
c a n d i d a t e . Only Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace had more than 100 
delegate candidates file in his behalf. 


Walker said he "reluctantly" came 


to the decision to: file delegate slates 


in Illinois' 24 Congressional districts. 


He said he will campaign for the 


delegates throughout the state and 
tynted some money may be put into 
the, effort. Walker's campaign chief, 
Victor DeGrazia, had reported 
$250,000 would be'spent on the dele- 
gate election, but Walker aides have 
recently backed away fronr-any firm 
spending figure., 


Walker deferred comment on the 


AFL-CIO action for Metcalfe, who has 
become a chief target for defeat by 
Daley. At the time of his press confer- 
ence, .the union leaders had not voted 
on the gubernatorial race. 


WALKER ALSO said he preferred 


electing delegates for the party's na- 
tional convention, indicating he would 


not launch any court effort later to 
block a delegation controlled by. Da- 
ley. In 1972, former Chicago Aid. Wil- 
liam Singer led a successful court 
fight to bar Daley from - the con- 
vention.

During his news conference, Walker 


said he did not believe his entry into 
the delgate contests would fragment 
the Democratic party. Delegate candi- 
dates pledged to a number of candi- 
dates including ex-Georgia Gov. Jim- 
my Carter and former Oklahoma Sen. 
Fred Harris, are running in many 
suburban and Downstate districts. In 
many districts there are a large num- 
ber of delegates who are uncommitted 
or pledged to some of the other Demo*

Political move by Walker: Dunne 
State opposes county liquor tax

The constitutional challenge to Cook 


County's new liquor tax picked up 
support from the Illinois Liquor Con- 
trol Commission Thursday, an action 
which immediately drew charges of 
political motivation from County 
Board Pres. George Dunne. 


The chairman of the state commis- 


sion, Michael Berz, Thursday said the 
state will ask the U.S. Supreme Court 
for permission to file a brief as a 
friend of the court in a suit opposing 
the tax filed by several liquor associ- 
ations. 


Berz said the commission believes 


the tax violates the 14th Amendment 


to the U.S. Constitution, which out- 
lines the rights of citizens under law, 
and the 21st Amendment, which ended 
prohibition in 1933. 


THE SUIT BY the liquor dealers as- 


sociations already has lost in state 
courts all the way to the Illinois Su- 
preme Court. The tax is $1 a gallon on 
whiskey, 4 cents a gallon on beer and 
between 12 and 30 cents a gallon on 
v Uie, depending on alcoholic content. 


The tax was passed by the county 


last year under the county's home- 
rule power. It is expected to bring in 
$18 million in additional revenue to 
the county. 


Shortly after the announcement by 


Berz, Dunne said he- believes Gov. 
Daniel Walker's administration re- 
ceived a political contribution in re- 
turn for entering the case on the side. 
of the liquor dealers. He said he had 
no proof of the charge, but said he was 
suspicious because the state had not 
entered the case when it was in state 
courts. 


Dunne said, "We never heard any- 


thing from the state of Illinois regard- 
ing this legislation being uncon- 
stitutional or imposing any problem to 
the state government. I cannot help 
but feel that something .has taken 
place from the time the ordinance 
was advanced and today."

Suburbs-to-CTA transfel's urged

The Regional • transportation Au- 


thority Thursday proposed revisions 
in bus and rapid transit fares that 
would allow riders from the North- 
west suburbs to transfer to Chicago 
lines for a 10-cent fee. 


The revisions, presented to the RTA 


board Thursday, are designed to es- 
tablish a uniform fare structure 
throughout the six-county RTA area. 
The 10-cent transfer is geared to pro- 
vide residents with greater trans- 
portation flexibility at reduced cost. 


Currently, the only transfer ar- 


rangements • between 
NORTRAN, 


which serves this area, and the Chi? 
cago Transit Authority are at Jeffer- 
son Park and within the Evanston 
system. Riders on NORTRAN's Route 
70 can transfer to the CTA at Jeffer- 
son Park for 25 cents. 


THE RTA STAFF is recommending 


the new fares go into effect' July 1. 
The' board is expected to study the 
proposal before it is brought up again 
at its February meeting. 


The fare proposal calls for a basic 


45-cent fare for all but express buses 
to the Loop. These fares went into ef- 
fect in the NC FRAN system in late 
November after some informal dls-. 
cussion with the RTA. As a result, the 
major impact of the new fare struc- 
ture on'NORTRAN riders would be 
implementation of the 
"universal 


transfer."

"It represents an entirely new. 


range of mobility," Brian J. Cudahy 
of the RTA staff said of the proposed 
transfer system. 


The new rate structure is needed to 


help the RTA develop uniform data on 
each of the • systems within its juris- 
diction. This data will be needed by 
1978 for the RTA and any of its transit 
systems to receive federal grant mon- 
ey.

Currently it is estimated that 63 per 


cent of costs are met by the fare box 
within the RTA area, with NORTRAN 
expected to meet 47 per cent of its 
costs during the fiscal year 1976. 


The recommendation also calls for 


a minimum ridership level of 1.75 pas- 


sengers per 'revenue mile to qualify 
for funding. Figures for a six-month 
period in fiscal 1975 show NORTRAN 
with only 1.47 passengers pre revenue 
mile, but RTA officials said they ex- 
pect this figure has increased. 


Special grant information manuals 


will be available to transit carriers by 
March 1, with the funding criteria 
scheduled to go into effect July 1.

sen declined comment on Dunne's 
charge, but said, "It's interesting that 
a state agency would proceed after 
the state supreme court has ruled." 


Berz said the state believes the 


county tax is unconstitutional under 
the 21st Amendment because the 
amendment gave the state the sole 
right to regulate liquor. He also said 
the commission would challenge the 
home rule powers which allowed the 
county to pass the tax. 


"We feel the Cook County tax also 


violates the 14th Amendment of the 
U.S. Constitution because the voters 
-were never given a chance to deter- 
mine whether Cook County would be a 
home rule county," he said. 


The -1970 Illinois Constitution gave 


Cook County home rule and gave oth- 
er counties the right to vote on wheth- 
er they wanted home rule power. 


Arthur Janura Jr., an aide to 


Dunne, said he does not believe the 
issue of whether the county's home 
rule power is constitutional has ever 
been tested in court before. He said, 
"The people did vote on the Con- 
stitution, and the fact Cook County is 
a home rule unit is in the Constitution. 
It's not like there was no vote at all."

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Coretta, 10,000 marchers 
mark Dr. King's birthday 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Coretta Scott 


King and her four children Thursday 
led more than 10,000 marchers singing 
civil rights' songs In a parade through 
downtown Atlanta on the' 47th anni- 
versary x>f the birth of her husband, 
slain civil rights leader Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. 


The parade and an ecumenical reli- 


gious service at the Ebenezcr Baptist 
Church, where King was pastor, high- 
lighted nationwide observances of 
King's birthday. 


"Your spirit has been beautiful and 


only shows me my daddy is still with 
u«," said 12-year-old Bet-nice King, 
King's youngest daughter, at the end 
of the service. 


Mayor Maynard Jackson, the first 


black mayor elected to head a major 
southern city, told the racially mixed 
crowd of 1,000 that the poor must take 
tn the street again to get the nation 
moving on unemployment: 


"Americans are walking the streets 


begging, not for money; begging, not 
for food; but begging for work," said 
Jackson. 


"We've got to recapture the essence 


of the 1960s," Jackson said. "We've 
got to have more interracial coopera- 
tion." 


Mrs. 
King addressed the crowd 


from a mobile platform set up in front 
of the Federal Reserve Bank building. 


"We believe that if we have a right 


to life, a right to live, then we have a 
right to a job," said Mrs. King. 


"Jobs mean adequate, decent hous- 


ing. Jobs mean quality, integrated 
education." 


"This is the first time we have 


marched for full employment," she 
said. "Martin Luther King Jr. is smil- 
ing down on you today." 


New York City Mayor Abraham 


Beame told the crowd: "Almost eight 
years ago America trembled with sor- 
row and anger over the senseless 
murder of Martin Luther King Jr." 


B e a m e said the nation today 


"trembles again with sorrow and ang- 
er over the senseless frustration" of 
not seeing the realization of King's 
dream of economic opportunity for 
all. 


Also present at the service were

People, where Chou had some of his 
finest hours. 


The solemn ceremony, attended by 


more than 5,000 persons, climaxed a 
week of national mourning that saw 
the greatest outpouring of grief for 
any Chinese leader in modern history.

Witnesses told authorities the raiders attacked con- 
struction workers at the Jupiter Chemical Co., firing pistols, rifles 
and shotguns, overturning cars and damaging trailers.

Morton Halperin, a former assistant to Henry Kissinger, and his 


attorneys met with former President Richard Nixon Thursday to 
ask questions under oath about Nixon's authorization of the FBI to 
wiretap Halperin's home telephone. Halperin, a former member of 
the National Security Council, brought suit in 1973 against Kissinger 
and other officials charging the wiretap was an invasion of his civil 
rights. Nixon's responses to the questions will remain sealed until 
the trial of Halperin's suit.

Leftists launch seaborne attack in Beirut 


Moslem and Palestinian gunmen launched a seaborne assault 


against downtown Beirut Thursday in what a leftist leader called 
the start of Lebanon's "decisive battle." The joint leftist force 
moved down the Mediterranean coast in motorboats, then drove 
inland to join Palestinian troops battling Christians for control of 
the bloodied downtown district of Karantlna. In the devastated city 
center, Christian and Moslem gunmen fought from square to 
square, unleashing round-the-clock rocket, mortar and machinegun 
fire. The fighting killed at least 140 persons and wounded 300 in 48 
hours, one of the highest tolls in the nine-month-old war. 


Mercenary recruitment for Angola planned 
Pro-Western Angolan leaders said Thursday they will begin 


large-scale recruitment of mercenaries to counter devastating loss- 
es at the hands of Soviet-backed forces. The leaders said they 
would accept mercenaries from everywhere but the United States 
to avoid souring relations between Washington and the anti-Com- 
munist movements. The recruiting plan was disclosed as Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger disclosed he will pay bis first official 
visit to black Africa in March or April. 


Chou died of cancer Jan. 8 at the 


age of 78. 


All the top leadersip except Commu- 


nist party Chairman Mao Tse-tung 
were present in the hall, where Chou 
hosted hundreds of world leaders dur- 
ing his 26 years as China's only pre- 
mier. 


The ailing, 82-year-old Mao sent a 


wreath that flanked the flag-draped 
casket containing Chou's ashes. In 
front of the casket was a wreath from 
Chou's widow, Teng Ying-chao, whom 
he married 50 years ago. 


It had been expected that Chou's 


ashes would be buried in Papaoshan 
Cemetery of Fallen Revolutionaries, 


China's equivelant of Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery. 


But the New China News Agency 


said, "Comrade Chou En-Iai's ashes 
are scattered in the rivers- and on the 
land of our motherland in accordance 
with the wishes he expressed before 
his death " 


Vice Premier 
Teng Hsiao-ping, 


Chou's probable successor as prime 
minister, delivered a eulogy praising 
Chou as a man who worked "for the 
interests of the people of China and 
the world." 


The Chinese news agency, in a re- 


port from Peking, said Teng praised 
Chou's "indelible contributions" and 


"immortal services" to the cause of 
China and communism during 50 
years as a politician, soldier and ad- 
ministrator. 


"Comrade Chou En-lai's death is a 


gigantic loss to our party, our army ' 
and the people of our country, to the 
cause of China's socialist revolution 
and construction . . ." Teng said 


He said China's people,; army and 


Communist party "love him and re- 
spect him from the bottom of their 
hearts." He said Chou also "won the 
respect and admiration of the people 
of the world " 


Teng said Chou learned he had can- 


cer in 1972 — two years before he fi- 
nally gave up most of his duties to 


enter a hospital — and he "waged a 
tenacius struggle against the dis- 
ease." 


No leader in the history of the 


People's Republic of China has been 
paid such a tribute either by his com- 
rades or the 800 million people they 
ruled. 


No foreigners were invited to the 


. memorial service but diplomats and 


other foreign residents in Peking paid 
their last respects to the world diplo- 
mat at services earlier in the week. 


Many foreign leaders had asked to 


go to Peking for funeral services, but 
Chinese authorities said none would 
be invited in keeping with "China's 
customs and protocol reform."

The President, chatting with report-

"It's better than what I said last 


year," he said with a smile as he sat 
behind a desk in a small study down 
the hall from the Oval Office.

criticized the Ford increase, saying it 
"is not a reflection of industry cost 
increases since new 1976 model in- 
troductions." 


"It appears to1 be an attempt to wid- 


en margins in a period of-rebounding 
sales volume and diminis ling import 
competition," the agency said. 


In the first 10-day sales period of 


1976, Ford's sales jump over last year 
measured Just 7 per cent compared 
with an average 46 per cent for the 
domestic auto Industry.'

'Trade ruling hurts emigration'

Young said he plans to send his re- 


port to all of the rabbis and hopes to 
meet with them to explain his views. 


Young traveled to the Soviet Union 


last November. When he returned 
from the trip, he stated that linking 
U.S.-Soviet trade agreements with 
e m i g r a t i o n policies was cotyiter- 
productive, 


Me said the Soviet Jews he talked 


with while in Russia indicated they 
were not discriminated against uitil 
they applied to leave the country.

which it now appears to be, Kesler 
told the joint meeting the redevelop- 
ment and parking plans for the two 
downtown sections, "must, like a fam- 
ily, treat the kids alike."

We don't want to confuse the stupid voter 


The way we see it 
Let's improve 
caucus methods 


In little more than a month 


school district caucuses in the 
Northwest suburbs will be en- 
dorsing school bdard candidates, 
it's unfortunate that in many 
districts the outcome of the 
April elections will be decided 
almost automatically by that 
vote. 


Caucuses in this area are now 


in full swing, recruiting pot en-' 
tiat school board candidates, in- 
terviewing and gearing up for fi- 
nal endorsements. 


Their stated goal is to find 


high caliber persons to serve on 
boards of education and see that 
they are elected to office. Al- 
though we unequivocally en- 
dorse their goal, we question the 
methods used by many caucuses 
to achieve it. 


Caucuses, composed of repre- 


s e n t a t i v e s from 
schools, 


churches, civic and homeowners 
associations, traditionally inter- 
view and endorse their selec- 
tions before candidates can file 
nominating petitions with the 
district. 


Some local caucuses also 


maintain the policy of endorsing 
one candidate for each school 
board vacancy. Others will only 
endorse for the number of va- 
cant seats plus one or two extra 
persons. 


Both procedures discourage 


many people from seeking of- 
fice. 


In communities such as Des 


Plaines and Arlington Heights 
where caucus candidates in- 
variably win school elections, 
the lack of caucus endorsement 
has doomed many independent 
candidates. 


We do not like the idea of any 


caucus in effect depriving, the 
voters of a choice. 


But .despite our criticism, we 


feel the cailcus can be a viable 
organisation with an important 
role in school board elections. 


The caucuses in Mount Pros- 


pect Dist. 57 and River Trails 
Dist. 26 have updated their by- 
laws recently so that they not 
only recruit good people for 
their districts but operate in a 
manner that encourages healthy 
competition in elections. 


Both caucuses endorse as 


many candidates as they feel 
would be qualified to serve on 
the board. They also set up can- 
didate nights and pass out liter- 
ature. Although both endorse be- 
fore the first day of filing, their 
endorsement policy fosters lively 
competition. 


We would like to see all school 


caucuses adopt procedures that 
would encourage wide-open elec- 
tions, as well as assuming the 
role of organizations working to 
get the word out to the voter. 


Agatha Christie 


It is appropriate that mystery 


writer Agatha Christie planned 
for her own death by" tying up 
loose literary ends. 


Last year, she released the 
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novel "Curtain," written in the 
1940s as a \vay to end the career 
of her most famous detective, 
Hercule Poirot. 


With her death this week at 85, 


we have word that a final mys- 
tery, which will end the life and 
career of Miss Jane Marple, her 
white-haired spinster detective, 
awaits publication. It's only fit- 
ting that these great detectives 


. should die with her. 


•Agatha Christie novels may 


not match up to Shakespeare in 
literary "greatness.0 However, 
anyone who has reveled in the 
intricacies of Christie plots must 
testify they are first-rate detec- 
tive fiction. 


As the years go by, .Agatha 


Christie's plots will'still capture 
readers, who will find them- 
selves matching wits with Her- 
cule Poirot and Jane Marple. 
There is no greater tribute to a 
writer. 


This is my response, as a high 


school student, to George Belanger's 
letter to the Herald of Monday Jan. 5, 
titled "Sex Revolt, Teen Pregnancies 
Tied." 


Dear Mr. Belanger: 
When I read your letter to The Her- 


ald, I found it hard to believe that you 
were serious. Unfortunately, the fur- 
ther I read the more I realized that 
you were in, dead earnest in your 
views on where the blame should be 
placed for the increase in teen-age 
pregnancies. 


TO SUMMARIZE your letter, you 


mentioned nine cases of "what has 
happened the last few years to make 
it tougher to control our teens." Brief- 
ly, they are: 1) Dress codes (or rathJ 
er, the lack of them) in schools; 2) 
The Illinois legislature (presumably); 
3) Pot smoking; 4) Pornographic 
books and magazines; 5) Liberal 
abortion laws; 6) X-rated movies; f) 
Sex education in schools; 8) Teaching 
evolution in schools; 9) Church (lack 
of teen attendance at). 


Before turning to these subjects, I 


would like to comment on some of 
your statements about Crossroads. 
You stated, "The agency, in my esti- 
mation, has proven in one year that it 
should be dissolved, since teen preg- 
nancies rose 33 per cent in 1975." 
(Rose where? From what figure? 
How do you know?) Besides the pat- 
ently ridiculous implied relationship 
between the existence of'Crossroads 
and the increase in teen .pregnancies, 
the given information is unclear. One 
of the annoyances of not knowing the 
source of data (in this case, your 33 
per cent) is an inability for anyone to 
contest it. For example, if the infor- 
mation was supplied by Crossroads it- 
self, then that means a 33 per cent 
increase in reported pregnancies — 
which means Crossroads is,.after all, 
at least reaching teens. Crossroads 
didn't create the pregnancies, they 
are providing a haven for teens who 
have nowhere ejse to turn. Criticizing 
Crossroads is Jike criticizing a doctor 
for treating a patient with VD. 


Now then, dress codes. If parents 


are so concerned about the grooming 
of their kids, there is no need for a 
dress code. Throughout your letter 
you decry the habit of transferring re- 
sponsibility for care of teens from 
parent to school, but when parents 
are given the responsibility here, sud- 
denly your viewpoint changes. 


This is of questionable relevance to 


the subject'of teenage pregnancy any- 
way. I have heard nothing of the im- 
pregnating effects of a pair of Levi's. 


NEXT, YOU ASK.' "Who lowered 


the drinking age to 18, which has led

to so many teen pregnancies?" Legis- 
lators, Mr. Belanger. Parents. Prob- 
ably, some of them even have kids! 
Your belief that the lowering of the 
drinking age has led to more preg- 
nancies is opinion at best, and the 
relationship between the two has yet 
to be proven consistent or anything 
but casual. 


In your discourse on pot smoking, 


you seem to say that schools have 
special rooms for smoking pot. (Sure- 
ly you cannot mean cigarets, for par-, 
ents smoke cigarets, and later you 
say "they (parents) know the differ- 
ence between right and wrong."

York Stock Exchange Thursday set a 
record for trading volume in the 
fourth consecutive day of frenzied 
buying and selling on the nation's 
largest stock market.

On Friday and Saturday nights, up Jo 800 well-dressed, swinging 


singles and couples pass through the doors of the Giraffe, most of 
them between the ages of 23 and 33. During the week crowds are 
somewhat smaller, but as many, as 400 may come in on Sunday and 
Monday nights when free dance lessons are offered. 


Like most discos, the Giraffe has a strict dress code prohibiting 


blue jeans, T-shirts/and other "grubbies." Besides establishing a 
class atmosphere, dVess codes help discourage ,19-and 20-year-olds 
who have to order $i beers instead of $1.50 mixed drinks. 


THOSE ARE AVERAGE drink prices at most dance spots in the 


Northwest suburbs, although you can get a cold one for 80 cents at 
Take 1, which opened about three weeks ago. At A.K.'s Silver Fox 
customers can spend a little more for house specialty drinks such 
as the "Look Out Below," "Hot Pants" or "Cherry Hooker" at $1.75 
each.

Specialty drinks, free dance lessons and dance contests are some 


of the gimmicks local disco owners are using to lure people in and 
keep them coming back. At least four hew discos within a 20-mile 
radius of Arlington Heights have opened in the last six months, 
creating some pretty stiff competition for one another and for area 
singles' bars looking for the same clientele. 


One discotheque, MC2, formerly of Rolling Meadows, lost out 


quickly to its rivals, although some say it's just a race against time 
for all discos before customers demand live entertainment again. 
MC2 opened in August and closed in December. 


Those who realize that like any fad the disco craze may be short- 


lived seem to take the attitude that now'^s the time to get .while the 
getting's good. 


IN AN EFFORT to turn some fast numbers before the Cheshire 


cat disappears, some discotheque owners are putting thousands of 
dollars into electronic dance floors,'elaborate sound/systems, pro- 
jectors to flash slides on the walls, light shows and posh decors. 


The proprietors of Some Other Place, Glenview, recently spent a 


rumored $300,000 remodeling the restaurant-bar to add a fancy dis- 
co, the SOP manager refused to confirm or deny that figure but 
did say the new disco cost "a considerable amount." 
, 


For the moment, at least, dancers are satisfied doing th« Bus 


Stop, the Latin flussle and the Pasadena Shuffle to records, In fact, 
these and other new line or group dances are prompting a lot of 
Top Ten groups looking for an "85-lt's good to dance to" Bandstand 


rating to cut platters especially for disco crowds. Even pop stan- 
dard specialists such as Barbra Streisand and Al Martino have 
made discu records. 


"Discos right now are overtaking show lounges," the Giraffe's 


Pishotta said. "People like the variety of music plus the constant 
dancing. Besides that, they can request records they want to hear." 


A SMART DISCO manager keeps his ear to the ground, however. 


Pishotta said he's listening for indications that a double reverse 
back to bands might be in the wind. 


"I watch the trends in New York and California — that's the only 


way to keep up with what's happening," he said. "The conversation 
I hear is that live shows will come back. But around here, I don't 
think we'll have to worry about bringing in live entertainment for 
at least a couple of years. If it happens, we'll just take out the' 
^console and put in a stage." 


Leslie Goldsmith, owner of the Silver Fox, said if discos fade out 


he'll keep the room at A. K. McKlutz's restaurant open as a bar 
and lounge. 


The manager of Danny Seraphine's B. Ginnings, Dino Kolettis. 


believes there's no question that the days of the disco are limited. 
The gigantic 8,000-square-foot Schaumburg show lounge was built 
specifically for dancing to name bands. 


"We'll be around long after the discos are gone," Kolettis said. 


"Sure, we have a $2 cover,'but you're going to spend at least that 
much at any disco and what do you get? Records. Eventually, 
people are going to realize they can stay at home and dance in 
front of a record player." 
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Bachman leads Canadian 
band on road to success 


One or the most successful of the 


newer rock groups over the past three 
yean has been BachmSn-Turoer 
Overdrive, a Canadian band spear- 
hoaded by Randy Bachman, former 
guiding influence of the Guess Who.

ing the longevity he desires for his 
band. The group is hoping for at least 
another five years.

STYX, THE CHICAGO group who 


managed a smash bit last year with 
the 3-year-old "Lady," continues its 
fine brand of rock on "Equinox," its 
first A&M album. The band is noted 
for its distinctive, high-vocal harmo- 
nies and synthesizer use u an in- 
tegral part of its sound. 


The album features eight rockers, 


of which "Mother Dear" is the best, a 
brief instrumental passage and the 
very ambitious "Suite Madame 
Blue " I like "Madame Blue" musi- 


cally. The combination of soft ballad 
and hard rocker works well as it has 
in the past for such as Led Zeppelin. 
The song's lyrics, however, are poor 
— the switch in subject from Madame 
Blue to America just does not come 
off.

EACH YEAR THERE are dozens of 


albums by new groups, most of them 
never heard from again A look at a 
typical sample of three estimates only 
one strong contender for survival. 


That band is a British quartet, Star- 


ry Eyed & Laughing, which on its 
American debut, "Thought Talk" (Co- 
lumbia), shows one can have success 
emulating one's heroes. Its heroes ob- 
viously were the early Byrds, whose 
style the quartet convincingly cap- 
tures on nearly half the album's 
songs.' 


In particular, the opening "Good 


Love" and "One Foot In the Boat" 
are /effective. Vheir harmonies, 12- 
string guitar, engaging melodies and 
fun lyrics all help capture the Byrds' 
feel. (The band took its name from 
Bob Dylan's "Chimes of Freedom," of 
which the Byrds did a fine version on 
their "Mr. Tambourine Man" album.) 


When not emulating the Byrds, 


Starry Eyed's music becomes less 
memorable, however. But this is a 
good debut and hopefully there will be 
more from the group. I, for one, still 
miss the Byrds and their sound. 


ERNIE AND EARL Cate offer a 


very smooth debut in "Cate Bros " 
(Asylum). Ernie is a strong, throaty 
singer and-Earl plays a nice guitar. 
The emphasis is on beat with several 
songs ("Can't Change My Heart" and 
"Time For Us" among them) with ap- 
peal for the disco market. 


The brothers' songwriting is deriva- 


tive, especially on the ballads, and 
over-all the songs are too similar in 
structure, lending a sameness to the 
a l b u m which detracts from its 
strengths. 


The third new group, Jiva, is a four- 


man band from the Los Angeles 
area's small-club circuit, and its de- 
but, "Jiva" (Dark Horse), is heavy on 
percussion and three-part vocal har- 
monies As one might expect from a 
club band, there is a jazz feel to much 
of the music The band takes its name 
from a Sanskrit word used for the 
soul but lacks soul in its performance. 
Again, sameness of sound hurts and 
the band needs stronger songwriting 
"Love Is A Treasure" is the best 
song. 


'Terms' an engaging novel 
but not a fiction classic 


"TERMS OF ENDEARMENT" 


by LARRY McMURTRY 


Simon and Schuster, 99.95 


"Terras of Endearment" will never 


rank as a fiction classic of the 1970s. 
Even for those who believe in the ris- 
ing literary career of author Larry 
McMurtry, there are large flaws that 
cannot be Ignored. 


But what will survive "Terms" is a 


character named Aurora Greenway, a 
Texas version of Auntie Mame as 
singular and as exciting as any char- 
acter in recent American fiction. 


Ms. Greenway is the irascible, for- 


midable, tender and domineering — 
especially domineering — widow, 
once of Boston but now of Houston, 
who controls and manipulates a wolf- 
pack of suitors through the first 360 
pages of this 414-page book. 


Appropriately, the book opens with 


Aurora berating her slightly over- 
weight daughter, Emma, for becom- 
ing pregnant at the hand of her 
slightly woebegone husband, Flap. 
Horton. 
. But for a 50-year-t.ld widow, there's 
much more to berate, charm, seduce 
and. above all else, control. 
- THERE'S ALBERTO, a melancho- 
ly, retired opera singer There's Gen. 
Hector Scott, an ex-tank commander 
who, although gaining Aurora's bed, 
does not gain her respect. 


There's Trevor, a jet-set, old flame 


who stops by annually to reminisce 
about what might have been. Finally, 
there's Vernon, a one-man oil con- 
glomerate.who lives and works out of 
a Lincoln Continental parked high 
atop a 24-story parking garage in 
downtown Houston. 


The possibilities for frolic are ob- 


vious. Add these to the dissolving 
marriage of Flap and Emma and an 
entangling dispute between Aurora's 
maid Rosie and her philandering hus- 
band Royce, and you have the mate' 
rial for a tangy comedy of manners 
•bout Texas life In the early 1960s. 
• Much of "Terms" is an extension of 
McMurtry'* earlier writings about 
Texas life. Emma, Flap and a writer

named Danny Deck have appeared 
before. And the barren Southwestern 
landscape is familiar, for McMurty's 
earlier successes — "Horseman, Pass 
By (Hud)," "The Last Picture Show," 
"Moving On" and "All My Friends 
Are Going To Be Strangers" — were 
rooted in the same landscape 


BUT ON PAGE 361, the comedy of 


manners abruptly changes gears. 
Emma and Flap are transplanted in 
Nebraska, where Flap is a college 
professor. Both pursue affairs to en- 
dure their declining marriage. 


Emma contracts cancer and, as 


only McMurtry can write it, her death 
is affecting but not sloppy- Even the 
ending, however, cannot salvage the 
plot. If McMurtry is trying to make a 
statement 
about life or art in 


"Terms," it gets lost in the move 
from Texas to Nebraska. 


Two things bother me about 


"Terms.'.' The first is that McMurtry. 
clutters his 1962 Texas landscape with 
geography which came along much 
later. He plops the Astrodome into the 
skyline, and he has Mustangs tooling 
along the city streets. None were 
around in 1962 


Second, a more critical point: Larry 


McMurtry can tell A droll and engaging 
story with a no-nonsense and readable 
style. You don't easily put down the 
book. For that reason, "Terms" is an 
engaging and engrossing novel, even 
if it fails to be a fictional classic. 


But McMurtry remains one book 


away from the kind of Texas-baaed 
"Catch-22" of' which he to capable. 
Despite "Terms'" failing, however, 
h 1 s straightforward, unpretentious 
abilities remain clear, even If a mas- 
terpiece eludes him.

Gene Hackman starred in four mov- 


ies during 1975 and will celebrate the 
Bicentennial year by taking a breath- 
er. 


"I'm tired," said the big man. 
"I'll rest for a few months and think 


about my career. I'm pulling back 
from acting. I'd like to direct." 


Hackman, who won the best actor 


Oscar in 1971 for his performance in 
"The French Connection," may win 
an Academy Award nomination this 
year for reprising the role of Popeye 
Doyle in "French Connection, Part 
II" 


He was equally Impressive in his 


three other films, "Bite The Bullet," 
"Night Moves" and the new comedy 
"Lucky Lady." 


MOST MAJOR STARS are content 


to make a single picture a year, Steve 
McQueen, Robert Bedford, Warren 
Beatty, Paul Newman and Marlon 
Brando find it economically and artis- 
tically beneficial to star in one film 
per annum and let It go at that. 


But Hackman has been a work- 


horse. In 1974 he starred in three pic- 
tures. In 1973 he made two. All but a 
couple of his films have been physi- 
cally demanding. 


"Acting has been a physical experi- 


ence for me since 'Bonnie and 
Clyde,'" Hackman said, grinning. 
"The demands of 'Bite the Bullet,' 
'The Poseidon Adventure' and both 
'French Connections' were terrific. 


"I would cheerfully have bought my 


way out of 'lucky Lady' half way 
through production. I was that physi- 
cally exhausted." 


HACKMAN'S predilection for action 


films isn't happenstance. He is a big, 
strong, restless guy who dislikes the 
stow pace of movie-making. 


"I choose physical roles because 


they're more satisfying," he said. 
"It's not enough for me to sit around 
all day waiting for a dialogue scene 
The boredom of doing nothing on a 
sound stage drives me to the wall. 


"You provide your own drama by 


the kind of films you choose to make. 
The adrenalin begins to flow and you 
rise to the challenge of physical ac- 
tion As a performer you want to con- 
vince people of the reality of your 
role. 


"IN 'POSEIDON' I dropped 25 feet 


into a tank of water surrounded by 
flames for my final scene. It was ex- 
citing. 


"But action pictures gradually wear 


you out. And that's where I am after 
five months on location with 'Lucky 
Lady.'" 


To relax from the demands of his 


role on the Mexican locations, he left 
the set every afternoon to perform 
aerial acrobatics in his own plane.

The Marketplace promotes a "new 


French cuisine" in which dishes are 
prepared with light, low caloric 
stocks, puree of vegetables and fresh 
vegetable juices instead of the thick 
butter, oils and heavy cream which 
distinguish much of French cooking. 


EXEMPLARY OF this more natu- 


ral form of cooking is a house special- 
ty, Trout Dubrovnik, $6.50, which is 
stuffed with onions, tomatoes, green 
peppers and spices, then sealed, 
baked and served in foil. 


Seafood eaters will find it, as I did, 


a flavorful deviation from the usual 
fish offerings. 
- 


A n o t h e r speciality is chicken 


steamed with snow pea pods, fresh 
mushrooms and green onions served 
over a bed of white rice, $5.95. 


In addition to appetizers — snails, 


fresh fruit and liver pate — a raw bar 
is featured with a selection of oysters, 
clams, crab and shrimp. Not able to 
make up our minds, we ordered a 
bucket of seafood, $3.75, which includ- 
ed a little bit of everything mentioned 
above, served on a bed of ice. It is 
plenty for two and could stretch for 
three. 


NOR WAS I ABLE to pass up the 


Boston clam chowder, 85 cents. I'm 
glad I didn't because it could compare 
with anything turned out on the East- 
ern seaboard. 


A choice of two salads is included 


with dinner, a Caesar or the Market- 
place which is a combination of spin- 
ach, lettuces, avocadoes and tomatoes 
served with a sesame seed dressing.

Both are tossed at the table, an added 
service for which one is usually 
forced to pay extra. We chose the lat- 
ter simply because the dressing 
sounded intriguing. It was a nice 
change of pace and the spinach was 
as it should be, extra crisp. 


I was glad I ordered the trout be-, 


cause it was a lighter entree yet 
ample enough following the three pre- 
ceding courses. I was also thankful I 
hadn't touched the basket of rolls 
which, in addition to regular hard din- 
ner rolls, included corn bread, blue- 
berry muffins and gooey pecan rolls. 
What a shame to have those sitting on 
the table. Better to wrap one up in 
your napkin and take it home to save 
for breakfast than spoil your appetite. 


THE ONLY disappointment was my 


baked potato. The skin was too gritty 
to eat. And that, as far as I'm con- 
cerned, is the best and only part to 
eat. But the crunchy squash vegetable 
dish, Raratouille, was excellent. 


Other members in our party were 


equally pleased with their entrees, 
Veal Lafayette, $7.50, interestingly 
dressed up with Fontina cheese, and 
crisp, honey-roasted duckling served 
with thin pancakes and plum sauce, 
$7.50. To eat properly, pieces of duck 
are wrapped in the crepes and then 
dipped in the plum sauce. 


We chose another glass of wine (the 


list is ample and quite reasonable) 
over the bread pudding, 85 cents, 
which had been highly recommend- 
ed. 


Other desserts include sherried 


trifle and blueberry ice cream, "our 
only ice cream and ours alone" reads 
the menu. 


THE ENTIRE Marketplace seats 


300 people, though one would never 
suspect it, what with all the intimate, 
built-in alcoves camouflaging the ac- 
tual size. A piano player in one corner 
provides a cozy background of music. 


The Marketplace is also open for 


lunch at which time you could sample 
the Trout Dubrovnik, $2.95; Quiche 
Lorraine, $2.95; or a real taste treat 
from the Antique Shop, the Eastern 
beef sandwich served on sliced pita 
bread, $2.95. Though I was informed it 
was not, it looks like a gyro but tastes 
even leaner. It's only offered at lunch. 


For sure, Holiday Inns hav come a 


long way. This one certainly has.

Andy sends a 20-volume set of the

question: 
WHAT HAPPENS IN A WEATHER 
FRONT? 


The global atmosphere is a patch- 


work of different air masses — warm 
or cool, damp or dry. The planetary 
winds waft them like breezy pickets 
around the world. When a warm and 
coot air mass collide, they try to 
mingle their differences. This sets up 
a breezy battle line called a weather 
front. After this rather brief uphea"al 
passes overhead, we can expect a 
change in the weather. 


In North America, most people live 


within the belt of the prevailing west- 
erly winds. They circle the globe con- 
tinuously, blowing eastward over land 
and sea. Within this general weather 
pattern, the sun warms the earth in 
uneven patches. Masses of cool air 
and masses of warm air form above 
the surface. 


Weathery air .masses are wafted 


along by the prevailing winds, by lo- 
cal winds from the mild, moist oceans 
and cold winds from the Arctic. Some 
air masses travel faster than others, 
and the wind patterns cause weathery 
traffic collisions, A weather front 
>

forms where two conflicting air mas- 
ses meet and tangle. 


In winter, the air over the continent 


is cooler than the air over the ocean. 
Sometimes a warm, moist mass from 
the Pacific advances into the cool 
continental air. The advancing warm 
air is forced up and over a wedge of 
cool air — and this creates a warm 
front. 


The conflict of moisture and tem- 


peratures build high cirrus clouds, 
maybe hundreds of miles ahead of the 
front. The warm air aloft chills to 
form showers, thunderstorms or per- 
haps fogs. As the warm air advances, 
the stormy front passes overhead and 
the cool weather is replaced by a 
warm spell. 


A cold front forms when a mass of 


cold air advances into a mass of 
warm air. It runs'" under the warm 
mass like a wedge, forcing the warm 
air aloft. This creates a sudden, often 
violent, battle line. Usually there are 
no advance clouds to warn us. A cold 
front is usually a narrow cloudy line 
of turbulent winds, showers and 
squalls. .Afterwards, we can expect a 
spell of colder weather. 


A weather front tends to be a long, 


narrow upheaval that soon passes 
overhead.

in the weather. What follows is deter- \ 
mined by what type of air mass is 
advancing. An advancing mass of 
warm air forms a warm front and 
moves in to replace a mass of cool 
air. A cool mass advances to create a 
cold front and moves in to replace 
warmer air with a, spell of colder 
weather.

Board places Barrington 
in Mid-Suburban North

Barrington High School will be a 


.member of the North Division of the 
Mid-Suburban League in the fall of 
1977. 


The MSL's Board of Control, con- 


sisting of .the league's principals, 
unanimously voted in favor of placing 
Barrington in the" North Division at a 
meeting held at Arlington High School 
, Thursday, afternoonf" 


The- board's action completes the 


process of admission that began sev- 
eral months ago. Barrington was for- 
mally accepted into the MSL by the 
Inter-Suburban Association on Dec. 
16. 


All that was left for conference prin- 


cipals was to assign the newest MSL 
school to a division. By placing the 
Barrington Broncos In the North, the 


league's two divisions will each have 
seven schools. 


"We're very pleased to have them 


in. there," said Bob Hoese, president 
of the board and principal of Rolling 
Meadows High School. "They have a 


1 really high quality athletic program 
and have had it for years." 


The addition of Barrington will 


benefit the MSL because scheduling 
problems will be lessened, according 
to Hoese., He added that Barrington 
will also benefit because "our com- 
petition is more in line with the size of 
the school they have." 
-- "We're certainly very delighted to 
be accepted into the Mid-Suburban 
League," said Bob Madding, Barring- 
ton's athletic director. "We certainly 
hope we can be competitive." 


Over the years, Barrington teams 


have held their own against MSL op- 


position. "It's been pretty much of a 
.500 type of thing," he added. 


At the present time, Barrington 


lacks several facilities that many of , 
the MSL schools have, such as an in- 
door track, an all-weather outdoor 
track, a lighted stadium and a swim- 
ming pool. In regard to the latter, 
Madding said he "can forsee in the 
near future a referendum to build a 
new (indoor) pool here." 


Barrington is presently in the North 


Suburban Conference where it has 
been a member since 1952. During 
that period of time its sports teams 
have been very successful, especially 
in football where they've won 12 foot- 
ball championships. 


Several reasons prompted Barring- 


ton's request to join the MSL. Some of 
the NSC's schools will probably be 
splitting in the future, especially Crys- 


tal Lake and Libertyville. McHenry 
will probably lose 500 students. 


Besides the drop in enrollment, one 


•of the schools — Crown'— just wants 
to leave the conference, according to 
Madding. 


"If this all materializes, we'd be 


twice as big as most of the conference 
schools, and that certainly wouldn't 
help the competition," he said. 


Madding added that another reason 


for wishing to join the MSL was the 
girls' athletic program which he con- 
sidered "far superior to the North Sub- 
urban." 


Barrington will join Arlington, Buf- 


falo Grove, Fremd, Hersey, Palatine 
and Wheeling in the North Division. 
The South is made up of Conant, Elk 
Grove, Forest View, Hoffman Estates, 
P r o s p e c t , Rolling Meadows and 
Schaumburg.

says race driver Baker 


On the mcrning of Jan. 18, just like 


millions of otter motorists the nation 
over, Elzie WyUe Baker Jr. will wheel 
the family sedan out of the garage for 
a 500-mile spin in the country. 


Like every other Sunday driver, 


he'll drive too fast at times, take 
chances, blow a tire, get low on gas. 
He wouldn't want to let his car go to a 
used-car lot when he brings it back, 
because "abused car" would be near- 
er the truth. It will probably need a 
new motor, brakes, fuel line, and 
maybe windshield and front-end sus- 
pension. Or, driver. 


The Highway Patrol may be inter- 


ested to know this Sunday driver 
plans to make the trip in something 
under five hours. But, motorist Baker 
won't have to worry about radar, 
speed traps, speeding 
tickets, or 


boulevard stops. The only thing he'll 
have to worry about catching him is 
Richard Petty. 


Buddy Baker is a race driver, one 


of the best, and his car isn't even li- 
censed, registered, probably doesn't 
meet emission control standards, and, 
in five hours it will have gone only 
2 62 miles. Legal owner is Morris In- 
dustries, and this car definitely does 
not pick up hitchhikers. Like any other 
Sunday driver, Buddy Baker has a 
better than even chance of bumping 
into something, spinning or leaving 
the highway at times to avoid 
crashes. 


But before setting out, Buddy will 


check the tires to see that they have 
48 pounds in the left front and 40-42 in 
the rear. He'll make sure the 15 
quarts of oil are aboard The car will 
weigh 4,000 pounds with him aboard 
— 3,750 of that is the car and the rest 
is Buddy. They ruined a good tight 
end when they put him in a race car 


When Buddy Baker first started to 


drive, and was shopping around for a 
mount, his friends suggested a stock 
bulldozer. Buddy was the original off- 
road racer. He missed the main high- 
way more often than a drunk in the 
fog. His car had more hay on it than a 
farmer's wagon. He cut grooves.that 
only sometimes coincided with the 
paved part. 


Buddy Baker smoothed out his driv- 


ing style from the days when you 
could tell his car by the cloud of dust, 
and today the Grand National stock 
car audiences expect him to win any 
race Richard Petty or David Pearson 


doesn't. They will be chasing each 
other again Sunday, Jan. 18 at Riv- 
erside in the Winston TVestern 500, a 
35-car, 500-horsepower rodeo around 
the eight turns of Riverside's road 
course 
/ 


Stock car races have more dead 


heats and photo finishes than a board- 
ing-house' dinner call. It once took 11 
cameras and a half-hour to decide 
Baker beat A. J. Foyt by six inches in 
the Texas International. They almost 
had to do it with aerial photos like 
military intelligence, counting the 
grooves in the pavement Baker beat 
Pearson at Talladega once by three 
feet, and rode a dead heat with Cale 
Yarborough at Daytona. Eleven cars 
finished in the same lap in one race 
recently 


They run so close together that Bak- 


er led a nine-car "draft", (a racing con- 
dition in which following .cars are 
pulled along in the slipstream of the 
cars ahead) into a 30-car pileup at 
Talladega when a smoking wreck 
threw up such an impenetrable cloud 
that visibility was cut to two feet. It 
happened so fast that when, over his 
two-way radio, Baker's pit warned 
"There's trouble on the track," he an- 
swered, "I know. I'm it." Twenty- 
three cars, a half-million dollars of 
Detroit steel, became instant Junk. 


Sometimes, the debris is human. 


"I've been killed twice," Buddy says. 
One time, a wire-service reporter, 
surveying what was left of a car and 
Buddy after, he hit the wall at Day- 
tona, sent .out a bulletin that he was 
killed. Another tune, again at Day- 
tona, a doctor diagnosed death. Each 
time, Buddy rose again on the third 
day 


He thinks it's the safest kind of rac- 


ing. He wouldn't get in an Indy oar. 
"We've got a weight minimum of 
3,750, and 90 per cent of the weight is 
in safety devices." Nevertheless, in 
500 or 600 miles, Buddy gets the same 
leg cramps, neck inflammation (they 
tie a neck cord to the rolUbar, which 
once'kept pulling Buddy back into a 
burning car he was trying to climb 
out of) and freeway fatigue as all Sun- 
day drivers. The only thing is, they 
can't pull over to a tago or hotdog 
stand and stretch. 


On the other hand, he gets one 


break: he doesn't have to stop every 
three miles to let the kids go to the 
bathroom. Also, no one's fighting over 
the radio.

Reader suffers 
gas discomfort 


I have • real problem. My doctor says I have a spastic colon. I 


have been on a bulk diet taking bran. Each morning I eat bran 
feuds and 40 per cent bran with skim milk, no sugar. And I have , 
tried bowel training and taking two glasses of liquids with break- 
last that yon suggest. Still nothing seems to help. 


I have lots of gas and detention. My stomach is stretched from 


the gas and I am so uncomfortable part of the time that I just He 
oh my back and try not to move. My bowel movements are 
frequent or tend to be on the diarrhea side.' 


Do yon have any suggestions at all that might help me? 


It Is Important that anyone with such a problem have a careful 


and complete evaluation. You may just be swallowing air and that 
is sometimes associated with nervous tension. 


You may have milk intolerance. Some people lack the enzyme 


necessary to split lactose, the double sugar in milk. The sugar can't 
be absorbed without splitting and it acts somewhat like a chemical 
laxative, causing severe bloating and gaseousness in some 
people and symptoms that are similar to severe cases of spastic 
colon. 


You can find out if milk is your problem by eliminating all milk 


and milk products completely from your diet, and see what hap- 
pens to your symptoms. That includes eliminating cheese and foods 
prepared using milk such as puddings, milk gravies and sauces. 


There has been a tendency to minimize the frequency of milk 


intolerance in our population, A recent report in the New England 
Journal of Medicine (May 29,1975), a prestigious professional jour- ' 
nal for doctors, pointg out how wrong that view really is. -Doctors 
from Johns Hopkins School of Medicine found out that over 80 per 
cent of adult blacks and 12 per cent of adults from European ex- 
traction nave milk intolerance on this basis. Most American In- 
dians, Ashkenazic Jews and Orientals are commonly intolerant to 


• lactose in milk. 


CONTRARY TO previous concepts, the Johns Hopkins study 


showed that as little as one glass of milk would produce severe 
symptoms in over half of the people they studied who were lactose 
Intolerant. So it doesn't take much milk in half of the people to 
cause problems like you hve. 


The real problem is that nothing much is being done about it. The 


Dairy Research group is working on the problem, but to my cha- 
grin. In contacting large dairies I find that the amount of effort 
being made by some companies is shockingly small indeed. It is 
known that the lactose in the milk can be split (and the process is 
inexpensive). One dairy company replied they would need to study 
the market potential of such a product. 


That kind of a reply stimulates me to use some language that 


couldn't be printed in my column. Since the available market is 
about 80 per cent of the nation's adult blacks, and over 10 per cent 
of the adult white population plus other groups mentioned, It would 
take a Neanderthal not to realize the size of the market available. 
If the dairy Industry can sell such a product to the public, it would 
have to be because of poor marketing practices, not because of the 
lack of a market.

To get this job, Jose 
had to join a union that took 5 per 
cent of each paycheck.

America "has never fulfilled their 
dreams. The equality and security 
that Martin Luther King Jr. died for 
have never become a reality 


When people don't have to worry 


about being able to feed their fami- 
lies, paying their medical bills, or get- 
ting a home, then we will have full 
economic security. 


The government can pass many 


helpful laws, such as a higher min- 
imal wage; can provide decent hous- 
ing for all who need it, and classes for 
people who need to learn the "Ameri- 
can" customs; but these will only 
work if we, the people make them 
work. Let America become the land 
that our founding fathers fought for — 
a land where "all men are created 
equal" and have full economic secur- 
ity.

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Huge savings 
in financing of 
garage, park lot

Des Plaines will save as much as 


$500,000 in interest costs by financing 
the proposed police garage and park- 
ing deck Cor the Civic Center with 
cash instead of a bond issue. 


Aid. Charles Bolek, 3rd, chairman 


of the city council's finance and insur- 
ance committee, said the city will 
have enough cash on hand this year to 
finance the facility without having to 
sell revenue bonds or general obliga- 
tion bonds. 


Me will recommend the $435,003 


project be financed with $390,000 in 
federal revenue sharing funds and 
money remaining-in the Civic Center 
and new police building funds. 


"THE COST OF the parking deck 


and police garage would be covered 
basically from those three sources of 
revenue," he said. 


City Comptroller Duane Blietz said 


financing the facility with cash in- 
stead of through a bond issue will 
save the city an estimated $500,000 in 
interest rates over the next 20 years. 


"I would 'say that would be a con- 


servative estimate," he said. "The 


savings could be even greater." 


The $390,000 in revenue sharing 


funds represents less than half the 
amount the city already has or will 
receive from the federal government. 
The remainder of the funds have been 
earmarked for other projects. 


THE CITY COUNCIL'S building, 


grounds and parking lots committee 
will recommend Monday night offi- 
cials award a construction contract on 
the police garage and parking facility. 


C. A. Thamstrom and Co., Skokie, 


submitted a low bid of $313,500 for 
major construction of the project.

Sara Moore gets 
life imprisonment 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A federal judge Thursday sentenced 


Sara Jane Moore to the maximum 'term of life in prison for at- 
tempting to assassinate President Ford, and said she never would 
have tried it if she could have been sentenced to death. 


The judge berated her as a product of a permissive society. 
"You wouldn't be standing before me if we had an effective 


capital punishment law," U.S. District Judge Samuel Conti told the 
46-year-old ex-FBI informant. "The one thing people care about is 
their skin. If you had thought that the moment you pressed that 
trigger it would cost your life, you wouldn't have pressed it." 


Before her sentencing, Miss Moore said she felt no remorse for 


having attempted to take Ford's life and added that she still consid- 
ers assassination a "valid political tool." But she said she would 
not counsel anyone else to attempt an assassination. 


Miss Moore pleaded guilty Dec. 16 to firing a shot at President 


Ford from across the street as he walked out of the St. Francis 
Hotel after giving a speech. The shot missed him by five feet, and 
Miss Moore was immediately taken into custody. It was the first 
shot fired at a President since John F. Kennedy was killed in

Evaluation of programs sought in Dist. 62 [ The inside story 


An evaluation of the current educa- 


tion program in Des Plaines Dist. 62 
is essential for preparing a five-year 
long-range plan, a special committee 
decided Thursday night.

Young Thursday called for repeal or 
amendment of certain federal legisla- 
tion limiting trade with the Soviet'

Young made his comments follow- 


ing a meeting in Skokie with Rabbi 
Nell Brief, president of the North Sub- 
urban Rabbinical Assn. Young said he 
favors a move to convince Russian of- 
ficials to lift their restrictions on emi- 
gration for Soviet Jews and other na- 
tionalities. 


He said that since the amendments 


t» the foreign trade legislation, which 
were offered by U.S. Sen. Henry Jack- 
son. D-Wash.. and U S. Sen. Adlai Ste- 
venson. D-I11.. fewer Jewish people 
have been allowed to emigrate. • 


Rabbi Brief disagreed with Young. 


He said he did not favor any changes 
in the Jackson or Stevenson amend- 
ments, but he did welcome Young's 
interest in the matter. Young had in- 
vited 14 other rabbis to the meeting at 
the North Shore Hilton, but an aide 
said a scheduling had caused con- 
fusion on the date of the meeting. 


Young said he plans to send his re- 


port to all of the rabbis and hopes to 
meet with them to explain his views. 


Young traveled to the Soviet Union 


.last November. When he returned 
from the trip, he stated that linking 
U.S.-Soviet trade agreements with 
e m i g r a t i o n policies was counter- 
productive. 


He said the Soviet Jews he talked 


with while in Russia indicated they 
were not discriminated against until 
they applied to leave the country. But 
Rabbi Brief said members of his con- 
gregation have told him there is total 
repression of Soviet Jews. 


Young said he intends to send his

City plans to spend $1.1 million 


Des Plaines officials plan to spend 


about $1.1 million in federal revenue- 
sharing and state motor fuel tax funds 
this year on a vanety of city projects. 


The city council's finance and insur- 


ance committee has approved the ex- 
penditures as part of the city's on- 
going budget-making process. The 
budget will be considered by the city 
council next month. 


City Comptroller Duane Blietz said 


the city expects to receive about

Planners back 
rezoning to bar 
office-warehouse 


The Wheeling Plan Commission 


Thursday night endorsed the village 
board's proposal to rezone from indus- 
trial to commercial an eight-acre site 
west of the village hall. 


The plan commission voted unani- 


mously to recommend the rezoning 
despite written objections from Lex- 
ington Development Co., which has 
a contract to purchase the property 
James Stucko, attorney for Lexington, 
said the new zoning would prevent the 
development company from building 
an office-warehouse complex on the 
site. 


The village asked the plan commis- 


sion to rezone the property in an ef- 
fort to block industrial development 
there. A comprehensive land map, ap- 
proved by the village board last year, 
designates the area for commercial

Sara Moore gets 
life imprisonment 


SAN FRANCISCO (UP1) - A federal judge Thursday sentenced 


Sara Jane Moore to the maximum term of life in prison for at- 
tempting to assassinate President Ford, and said she never would 
have tried It if she could have been sentenced to death. 


The judge berated her as a product of a permissive society 
"You wouldn't be standing before me if we had an effective 


capital punishment law," U.S. District Judge Samuel Contl told the 
45-year-old ex-FBI informant. "The one thing people care about is 
their skin. If you had thought that the moment you pressed that 
trigger it would cost your life, you wouldn't have pressed it." 


Before her sentencing, Miss Moore said she felt no remorse for 


having attempted to take Ford's life and added that she still consid- 
ers assassination a "valid political tool." But she said she would 
not counsel anyone else to attempt an assassination. 


Miss Moore pleaded guilty Dec. 16 to firing a shot at President 


Ford from across the street as he walked out of the St. Francis 
Hotel after giving a speech. The shot missed him by five feet, and 
Miss Moore was immediately taken into custody. It was the first 
shot fired at a President since John F. Kennedy was killed in

Rural fire district's not worth it: trustee 


Wheeling Trustee William Hein has 


proposed the village withdraw from 
the Wheeling Rural Fire Protection 
District to prevent increases in fire 
protection taxes. 


In a letter to Village Pres Ted C. 


Scanlon, Hein said the Wheeling Firs 
Dept. is owned and operated by the vil 
lage. The district, however, collects 
the tax money. 


"It would seem more appropriate 


for the village to be responsible for 
the collection of funds for fire and 
paramedic services," he said. 


Most of the village is within the rur- 


al fire district, except for some 2,000 
residents in the northeast section of 
the village. Residents In the district 
pay a tax of 28 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation. The fire district then 
contracts with the municipal depart- 
ment for its services and in return 
pays the village in tax dollars and 
equipment. 


Hein said village residents may not 


have to pay an ambulance tax if the 
municipal department is withdrawn 
from the rural fire district. Fire dis- 
trict officials are planning to hold a 
referendum later this year on an am- 
bulance tax to cover the costs of para- 
medic and ambulance services. * 


THE ENTIRE TAX revenue from 


the 2,000 residents outside the rural 
fire district might make it possible for 
the village "to operate its own fire 
protection and paramedic 
service 


without needing any additional tax at 
all," Hein said. 


"Wouldn't it make more sense to re- 


move our dependence on this outside 
taxing body, still provide excellent 
fire and paramedic service and do so 
without any additional tax?" he 
asked. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernie Koep- 


pen Thursday said "the time has 
come to be on our own." 


"I think it would be great if we 


could pull out of the district. We 


could contract to cover the balance of 
the district like we always have. We 
wouldn't leave them without fire pro- 
tection," he said. 


Koeppen said the Cook County Cir- 


cuit Court refused to allow Wheeling 
to leave the fire protection district in 
1965, saying such action would leave 
part of the district without fire ser- 
vice. 


"I think if we can prove we can still 


give the same service to the rest of 
the district, we'll have a pretty good 
chance the courts will grant it," he 
said. 


KOEPPEN SAID a municipal de- 


partment still might have to levy an 
ambulance tax, as general fire protec- 
tion funds cannot be used for para- 
medic and ambulance services. 


Hein's proposal is the third in sev- 


eral months for increasing tax reve- 
nue to the Wheeling Fire Dept. Vil- 
lage board members in October au-

He was 
scheduled to haw dinner with area 
campaign workers at the Scotch and 
Sirloin Restaurant in Woodfieki Shop- 
ping Center and visit a number of 
homes in the area. 


As Walker was greeting train pas- 


sengers, the AFL-CIO's Committee of 
Political Education voted to endorse' 
his opponent for the Democratic gu- 
bernatorial nomination, Sec. of State 
Michael Howlett. 


THE ENDORSEMENT was not sur- 


prising, but Walker forces said the 
governor's strong pro-labor record 
might produce an upset endorsement. 
The union leaders did break with 
Mayor Richard Daley Thursday by 
endorsing U.S. Rep. Ralph Metcalfe, 
D-lst, over a Daley-backed candidate. 


Before making his trip to the North- 


west suburbs on the commuter train, 
Walker told a Chicago press confer- 
ence ISO delegate candidates pledged 
to him had filed nominating petitions 
for the party's national convention. 


The announcement represented 


something of a change from the be- 
hind-the-scenes activities in the Walk- 
er campaign. Although Walker aides 
did solicit delegate candidates, an-ef- 
fort was made recently by some 
Walker aides to create the impression 
the governor was not actively seeking 
delegate candidates to file nominating 
petitions pledged to him. 


WALKER SAID he is not a candi- 


date for president, but added that he 
could not "sit idly by and let Daley 


Walker said the delegate candidates 


are not pledged to him. He also said 
he would be a delegate candidate for 
the convention, adding he would not 
attempt to win a delegate's seat dur- 


ing the state Democratic party con- 
vention in June. 


Walker said he did not have a com-

Walker said he "reluctantly" came 


to the decision to file delegate slates 


in Illinois' 24 Congressional districts. 


He said he will campaign for the 


delegates throughout the state and 
hinted some money may be put into 
the effort. Walker's campaign chief, 
Victor DeGrazia, had reported 
$250,000 would be spent on the dele- 
gate election, but Walker aides have 
recently backed away from any firm 
spending figure. 


Walker deferred comment on the 


AFL-CIO action for Metcalfe, who has 
become a chief target for defeat by 
Daley. At the time of his press confer- 
ence, the union leaders had not voted 
on the gubernatorial race. 


WALKER ALSO said he preferred 


electing delegates for the party's na- 
tional convention, indicating he would 


not launch any court effort later to 
block a delegation controlled by Da- 
ley. In 1972, former Chicago Aid. Wil- 
liam Singer led a successful court 
fight to bar Daley from the con- 
vention. 


During his news conference, Walker 


said he did not believe his entry into 
the delgate contests would fragment 
the Democratic party. Delegate candi- 
dates pledged to a number of candi- 
dates including ex-Georgia Gov.

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Soviet trade regulation hinders emigration: Young 


Congressional candidate Samuel -H. 


Young Thursday called (or repeal or 
amendment of certain federal legisla- 
tion limiting trade with the Soviet 
Union as a means to "achieve an ef- 
fective Increase in both emigration and 
trade." 


Young made his comments follow- 


ing a meeting in Skokio with Rabb! 
Nell Brief, president of the North Sub- 
urban Rabbinical Assn. Young said he 
favors a move to convince Russian of- 
ficials to lift their restrictions on emi- 
gration for Soviet Jews and other na- 
tionalities. 


He said that since the amendments 


to the foreign trade legislation, which 
were offered by U.S. Sen. Henry Jack- 
son. D-Wash., and U.S. Sen. Adlai Ste- 
venson, D-III., fewer Jewish people 
have been allowed to emigrate. 


Rabbi Brief disagreed with Young.

He said he did not favor any changes 
in the Jackson or Stevenson amend- 
ments, but he did welcome Young's 
interest in the matter. Young had in- 
vited 14 other rabbis to the meeting at 
the North Shore Hilton, but an aide' 
said a scheduling had caused con- 
fusion on the date of the meeting. 


Young said he plans to send his re- 


port to all of the rabbis and hopes to 
meet with them to explain his views. 


Young traveled to the Soviet Union 


last November. When he returned 
from the trip, he stated that Unking 
U.S.-Soviet trade agreements with 
e m i g r a t i o n policies was counter- 


productive. 


He said the Soviet Jews he talked

City vote opposers fear tax jump

The land surrounding John and Ann 


Brattan's five-acre farm looks a lot 
like it did in 1927 when she and her' 
husband first moved to unincorpo- 
rated Prospect Heights. 


The vacant fields still grow high 


and are dotted only by frame houses. 


But she and her husband know that 


things may change soon. 


Despite their objections, they may 


soon become part of a new city, pend- 
ing the outcome of Prospect Heights' 
Jan. 31 incorporation referendum. The 
specter of more taxes to support the 
new municipality in the future makes 
them uneasy. 


THE RETIRED COUPLE hopes one 


day to sell their property to a devel- 
oper for a nice profit. But they fear 
that may not be possible because 
t h o s e backing incorporation are 
against more development. 


The Brattans and eight other prop- 


erty owners who live on 80 acres at 
Schoenbeck and Hintz roads are now 
spending much of their time con- 
vincing residents to vote "no" Jan. 31. 


Support for Prospect Heights' in- 


corporation is split in the community 
of 13,000. Opposition to the plan has 


begun to develop, with Quincy Park 
quadrominium owners and other resi- 
dents speaking out against the possi- 
bility bf new taxes — now and in the 
future. Recent meetings sponsored by 
the Prospect Heights Improvement 
A s s n . , the group backing in- 
corporation, have drawn fire from 
residents who believe new taxation is 
inevitable. Although PHIA officials 
have assured them that no new" taxes 
are planned, many residents, in- 
cluding the Brattans and their neigh- 
bors, don't believe it. 


The eight property owners have 


been interested in annexing to Wheel- 
ing, but the referendum has blocked 
that effort. 


"I don't think Incorporation will be 


good for this area.(It will only raise 
taxes, if not right away, then soon' in 
the future," Mrs. Brattan said. "As 
for myself, it would be cheaper for 
me to be in Wheeling." 


THERE ARE hook-ups to the 


Wheeling village water system just off 
of the parcels that eight people own 
there. It would be easy for them to 
receive that service from that village, 
she said. 


It would also be easy, when the 


time comes, to get high-density or 
commercial zoning from the village 
when the property owners decide to 
sell, Mrs. Brattan said. 


Donald Schmitt, another resident 


who owns Schmitt's Nursery at 2528 
Schoenbeck Rd., said he's not inter- 
ested in selling his property. He just 
wants to live in a municpality where 
the taxes are stable and the tax base 
is low. He too fears possible tax in- 
creases should incorporation be ap- 
proved. 


"The taxes will just be astronomical 


for us once Prospect Heights in- 
corporates and begins to develop. And 
there won't be much of a tax base 
since the city will be starting from 
scratch," Schmitt said. 


Schmitt said he'd feel better having 


his 17-year-old nursery in Wheeling, 
"where the services and taxes are 
pretty well established." 


But, he and the other property own- 


ers there can't do much about that 
now. They must wait for the outcome 
of the referendum. 


If Prospect Heights incorporates, 


the landowners say they plan to dis- 
connect from the city and annex into 
Wheeling.

A favorite haunt and village land- 


mark in Buffalo 
Grove is being 


spared the bulldozer as the Lake-Cook 
Road project gets under way. 


Bill's 
Buffalo House en 
Buffalo 


Grove Road in Buffalo Grove will be 
moved back to allow widening of the 
intersection of Lake-Cook and Buffalo 
Grove roads. But when and how the 
move will take place is still uncertain. 


"If it sounds confusing, it's because 


it is," said coowner Geri Teichman. 
"We're still negotiating with the coun- 
ty on the price, and nothing is settled 
yet. They've offered a price, but it was 
ridiculously low." 


Even when a purchase price is 


agreed upon, the future of the neigh- 
borhod watering hole and seafood res- 
taurant is uncertain. Sewer work has 
started, but construction of the $5.5 
million project won't be completed un- 
til October 1977. The project begins 
east of the Edens Expressway 
in 


Highland Park and continues west 
through Wheeling and Buffalo Grove 
and on to Harrington. 


THERE IS AMPLE land in back of 


the Buffalo House in which to move 
the restaurant, but the inconvenience 
of a move is "something you can't put 
a price tag on," Gary Roeper, the oth- 
er owner, said. 


"The money we get from the county 


won't compensate for the land and 
time we'll lose," he said. "Restau- 
rants are a risky business — when 
you're closed for a time, customers go 
to other bars and often stay." 


Two homes along Buffalo Grove 


Road already have been moved back 
from the road, but moving a business 
creates special problems, Mrs. Teich- 
man said. 


"You just can't pick up a business 


and leave a gaping hole — you need 
parking areas," Mrs. Teichman said. 
"We don't know how long the actual 
move would take. It could take two 


months or it could be even longer." 


THE TWO MONTHS or so that Buf- 


falo House is closed would mean a 
temporary end to a special atmos- 
phere that Mrs. Teichman says is 
unique to the Northwest suburbs. 


"This is a family place. It's the only 


place I know that a woman can come 
in order a beer and a Coke for her 
child and not feel out of place," Mrs. 
Teichman said. 


In addition to providing a congenial 


spot for the local set to sip their beers 
on a weekday afternoon, Buffalo 
House is renowned for its fish dinners 
at reasonable prices. 


"There's no such thing as a strang- 


er in this place," Roeper said with a 
smile. 


Sooner or later, the red-checked ta- 


blecloths, homemade soup and wood- 
paneled walls will make the move to 
the back yard. The owners of the Buf- 
falo House just hope their customers 
will come with them.

Sara Moore gets 
life imprisonment 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A federal judge Thursday sentenced 


Sara Jane Moore to the maximum term of life in prison for at- 
tempting to assassinate President Ford, and said she never would 
have tried it if she could have been sentenced to death. 


The judge berated her as a product of a permissive society. 
"You wouldn't be standing before me if we had an effective 


capital punishment law," U.S. District Judge Samuel Contl told the 
43-year-old ex-FBI informant. "The one thing people care about is 
their skin. If you had thought that the moment you pressed that 
trigger it would cost your life, you wouldn't have pressed it." 


Before her sentencing, Miss Moore said she felt no remorse for 


having attempted to take Ford's life and added that she still consid- 
ers assassination a "valid political tool." But she said she would 
not counsel anyone else to attempt an assassination. 


Miss Moore pleaded guilty Dec. 16 to firing a shot at President 


Ford from across the street as he walked out of the St. Francis 
Hotel after giving a speech. The shot missed him by five feet, and 
Miss Moore was immediately taken into custody. It was the first 
shot fired at a President since John F. Kennedy was killed in

A favorite haunt and village land- 


mark in Buffalo Grove is being 
spared the bulldozer as the Lake-Cook 
Road project gets under way. 


Bill's Buffalo House on Buffalo 


Grove Road in Buffalo Grove will be 
moved back to allow widening of the 
intersection of Lake-Cook and Buffalo 
Grove roads. But when and how the 
move will take place is still uncertain. 


"If it sounds confusing, it's because 


it is," said coowner Geri Teichman. 
"We're still negotiating with the coun- 
ty on the price, and nothing is settled 
yet. They've offered a price, but it was 
ridiculously low." 


Even when a purchase price is 


agreed upon, the future of the neigh- 
borhod watering hole and seafood res- 
taurant is uncertain. Sewer work has 
started, but construction of the $5.5 
million project won't be completed un- 
til October 1977. The project begins 
east of the Edens Expressway in 
Highland Park and continues west 
through Wheeling and Buffalo Grove 
and on to Barrington. 


THERE IS AMPLE land in back of 


the Buffalo House in which to move 
the restaurant, but the inconvenience 
of a mov.e is "something you can't put 
a price tag on," Gary Roeper, the oth- 
er owner, said. 


'.'The money we get from the county 


won't compensate for the land and 
time' we'll lose," he said. "Restau- 
rants are a risky business — when 
you're closed for a time, customers go 
to other bars and] often stay." 


Two homes along Buffalo Grove 


Road already have been moved back 
from the road, but moving a business 
creates special problems, Mrs. Teich- 
man said. 


"You just can't pick up a business 


and leave a gaping hole — you need 
parking areas," Mrs. Teichman said. 
"We don't know how long the actual 
move would take. It could take two 
months or it could be even longer." 


THE TWO MONTHS or so that Buf- 


falo House is closed would mean a 
temporary end to a special atmos- 
phere that Mrs. Teichman says is 
unique to the Northwest suburbs.

As Walker was greeting train pas- 


sengers, the AFL-CIO's Committee of 
Political Education Voted to endorse 
his opponent for the Democratic gu- 
bernatorial nomination, Sec. of State 
Michael Howlett.

THE ENDORSEMENT was not sur- 


prising, but Walker forces said the 
governor's strong pro-labor record 
might produce an upset endorsement. 
The union leaders did break with 
Mayor Richard Daley Thursday by 
endorsing U.S. Rep. Ralph Metcalfe, 
D-lst, over a Daley-backed candidate. 


Before making his trip to the North- 


west suburbs on the commuter train, 
Walker told a Chicago press confer- 
ence 150 delegate candidates pledged 
to Mm had filed nominating petitions 
for the party's national convention. 


The 
announcement represented 


something of a change from the be- 
hind-the-scenes activities in the Walk- 
er campaign. Although Walker aides 
did solicit delegate candidates, an ef- 
fort was made recently by some 
Walker .aides to create the impression 
the governor was not actively seeking 
delegate candidates to file nominating 
petitions pledged to him. 


WALKER SAID he is not a candi- 


date for president, but added that he 
could not "sit idly by and let Daley 
elect a bossed delegation." 


Walker said the delegate candidates 


are not pledged to him. He also said 
he would be a delegate candidate for 
the convention, adding he would not 
attempt to win a delegate's seat dur- 


ing the state Democratic party con- 
vention in June. 


Walker said he did not have a com- 


plete list of the delegates who filed 
nominating petitions pledged to him. 
The Illinois Elections Board was 
closed Thursday in honor of Martin 
Luther King's birthday. 


UNOFFICIAL information indicated 


there were about 
160 delegates 


pledged to U.S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson, 
D-ni. Stevenson is not a candidate, 
but the Daley organization is using 
the senator's name as a favorite-son 
c a n d i d a t e . Only Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace had' more than 100 
delegate candidates file in his behalf.. 


Walker said he "reluctantly" came 


to the decision to file delegate slates 


in Illinois' 24 Congressional districts. 


He said he will campaign for the 


delegates throughout the state and 
hinted some money may be put into 
the effort. Walker's campaign chief, 
V i c t o r DeGrazia, had reported 
$250,000 would be spent on the dele- 
gate election, but Walker aides have 
recently backed away from any firm 
spending figure. 


Walker deferred comment dn the 


AFL-CIO action for Metcalfe, who has 
become a chief target for defeat by 
Daley. At the time of his press confer- 
ence, the union leaders had not voted 
on the gubernatorial race. 


WALKER ALSO said he preferred 


electing delegates for the party's na- 
tional convention, indicating he would 


not launch any court effort later to 
block a delegation controlled by Da- 
ley. In 1972, former Chicago Aid. Wil- 
liam Singer led a successful court 
fight to bar Daley from the con- 
'vention. 


During his news conference, Walker 


said he did not believe his entry into 
the delgate contests would fragment 
the Democratic party.

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Wheeling Trustee William Hein has 


proposed the village withdraw from 
the Wheeling Rural Fire Protection 
District to prevent increases in fire 
protection taxes. 


In a letter to Village Pres. Ted C. 


Scanlon, Hein said the Wheeling Fire 
Dept. is owned and operated by the vil 
lage. The district, however, collects 
the tax money. 


"It would seem more appropriate 


for the village to be responsible for 
the collection of funds for fire and 
paramedic services," he said. 


Most of the village is within the rur- 


al fire district, except for some 2,000 
residents in the northeast section of 
the village.

the 2,000 residents outside the rural 
fire district might make it possible for 
the village "to operate its own fire 
protection and paramedic service 
without needing any additional tax at 
all," Hein said. 


"Wouldn't it make more sense to re- 


move our dependence on this outside 
taxing body, still provide excellent 
fire and paramedic service and do so 
without any additional tax?" he 
asked. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernie Koep- 


pen Thursday said "the time has 
come to be on our own." 


"I think it would be great if we 


could pull out of the district. We 
could contract to cover the balance of 


the district like we always have. We 
wouldn't leave them without fire pro- 
tection," he said. 


Koeppen said the Cook County Cir- 


cuit Court refused to allow Wheeling 
to leave the fire protection district in 
1965, saying such action would leave 
part of the district without fire ser- 
vice. 


"I think, if we can prove we CMI still 


give the same service to the rest of 
the district, we'll have a pretty good 
chance the courts will grant it," he 
said. 


KOEPPEN SAID a municipal de- 


partment still might have to levy an 
ambulance tax, as general fire protec- 


tion funds cannot be used for para- 
medic and ambulance services. 


Hein's proposal is the third in sev- 


eral months for increasing tax reve- 
nue to the Wheeling Fire Dept. Vil- 
lage board members in October au- 
thorized Wheeling officials to work 
with fire district officials to annex the 
village completely into the rural fire 
district. 


Wheeling officials also are consid- 


ering levying a municipal fire tax on 
village residents not included in the 
fire protection district. 


The fire protection district serves

Disney Park 
Addison movers win bid 
to move 120-yr.-old house 


The Elk Grove Park District has 


chosen an Addison firm to move a 
house, planned for a historical mu- 
seum to a site at Disney Park. 


Parks Supt. Jack Clacs Thursday 


said Grant House Moving has been 
awarded a $5,800 contract to lift the 
house from its present foundations at 
1199 Arlington Heights Rd. and trans- 
fer the structure to Disney Park, 
Biesterficld Road and Wellington Ave- 
nue. 


Claes said the agreement between 


the park district and Grant House 
moving, low bidder on the project, 
does not Include the estimated $2,000 
to move electrical high power lines. 
The cost of relocating the house will 
be paid for by the historical society 
with new museum tax revenue to be 
collected for the first time this year. 


CLAES SAID THE house moving, 


originally scheduled for mid-Decem-

Sara Moore gets 
life imprisonment 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A federal judge" Thursday sentenced 


Sara Jane Moore to the maximum term of life in prison for at- 
tempting to assassinate President Ford, and said she never would 
have tried it if she could have been sentenced to death. 


The judge berated her as a product of a permissive society. 
"You wouldn't be standing before me if we had an effective 


capital punishment law," U.S. District Judge Samuel Conti told the 
45-year-old ex-FBI informant. "The one thing people care about is 
their skin. If you had thought that the moment you pressed that 
trigger it would cost your life, you wouldn't have pressed it." 


Before her sentencing, Miss Moore said she felt no remorse for 


having attempted to take Ford's life and added that she still consid- 
ers assassination a "valid political tool." But she said she would 
not counsel anyone else to attempt an assassination. 


Miss Moore pleaded guilty Dee. 16 to firing a shot at President 


Ford from across the street as he walked out of the St. Francis 
Hotel after giving a speech. The shot missed him by five feet, and 
Miss Moore was immediately taken into custody. It was the first 
shot fired at a President since John F. Kennedy was killed in

Panel vetoes free blood pressure tests 


A plan to provide free blood pres-

"I'm against the blood pressure pro- 


gram," Trustee Michael Tosto said. 
"The paramedics do a great service 
but they are not doctors. I think we 
would be giving people a sense of 
false security."

Gov. Daniel Walker Thursday made 


his second campaign swing through 
the Northwest suburbs in the last six. 
days, pressing the flesh on a commu- 
ter train and attending a number of 
coffee hours. 


Walker, who toured the area Satur- 


day, rode the crowded evening rush 
hour Chicago and North Western Ry. 
train to Arlington Heights, talking 
with riders along the way. He was 
scheduled to have dinner with area 
campaign workers at the Scotch and 
Sirloin Restaurant in Woodfield Shop- 
ping Center and visit a number of 
homes in the area. 


As Walker was greeting train pas- 


sengers, the AFL-CIO's Committee of 
Political Education voted to endorse 
his opponent for the Democratic gu- 
bernatorial nomination, Sec. of State 
Michael Howlett. 


THE ENDORSEMENT was not sur- 


prising, but Walker forces said the 
governor's strong pro-labor record 
might produce an upset endorsement. 
The union leaders did break with 
Mayor Richard Daley Thursday by 
endorsing U.S. Rep. Ralph Metcalfe, 
D-lst, over a Daley-backed candidate. 


Before making his trip to the North- 


west suburbs on the commuter train, 
Walker told a Chicago press confer- 
ence 150 delegate candidates pledged 
to him had filed nominating petitions 
for the party's national convention. 


The announcement represented 


something'of a change from the be- 
hind-the-scenes activities in the -Walk- 
er campaign. Although Walker aides 
did solicit delegate candidates,' an ef- 
fort was made recently by some 
Walker aides to create the impression 
the governor was not actively seeking 
delegate candidates to file nominating 
petitions pledged to him. 


WALKER SAID he is'not a candi- 


date for president, but added that he 
could not "sit idly by and let Daley 
elect a bossed delegation." 


Walker said the delegate candidates 


are not pledged to him. He also said 
he would be a delegate candidate for 
the convention, adding he would not 
attempt to win a delegate's seat dur-

Walker said he did not have a com- 


plete list of the delegates who filed 
nominating petitions pledged to him. 
The Illinois Elections Board was 
closed Thursday in honor of Martin 
Luther King's birthday. 


UNOFFICIAL information indicated 


there were about 160 -delegates 
pledged to U.S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson, 
D-I11. Stevenson is7 not a candidate, 
but the Daley organization is using 
the senator's name as a favorite-son 
c a n d i d a t e . Only Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace had more than 100 
delegate candidates file in his behalf. 


Walker said he "reluctantly" came 


to the decision to file delegate slates 


in Illinois' 24 Congressional districts. 


He said he will campaign for the 


delegates throughout the state, and 
hinted some money may be put into 
the effort. Walker's campaign chief, 
V i c t o r DeGrazia, had reported 
$250,000 would be spent on the dele- 
gate election, but Walker aides have 
recently backed away from any firm 
spending figure. 


Walker deferred comment on the 


AFL-CIO action for Metcalfe, who has 
become a chief target for defeat by 
Daley. At the time of his press confer- 
ence, the union leaders had not voted 
on the gubernatorial race. 


WALKER ALSO said he preferred 


electing delegates for the party's na- 
tional convention, indicating he would 


not launch any court effort later to 
block a delegation controlled by Da- 
ley. In 1972, former Chicago Aid. Wil- 
liam Singer led a successful court 
fight to bar Daley from the con- 
vention. 


During his news conference, Walker 


said he did not believe his entry into 
the delgate contests would fragment 
the Democratic party. Delegate candi- 
dates pledged to a number of candi- 
dates including ex-Georgia Gov. Jim- 
my Carter and former Oklahoma Sen. 
Fred Harris, are running in many 
suburban and Downstate districts.

Soviet trade regulation hinders emigration: Young 


Congressional candidate Samuel H. 


Young Thursday called for repeal or 
amendment of certain federal legisla- 
tion limiting trade with the Soviet 
Union as a means to "achieve an ef- 
fective increase in both emigration and 
trade." 


Young made his comments follow- 


ing a meeting In Skokie with Rabbi 
Neil Brief, president of the North Sub- 
urban Rabbinical Assn. Young said he 
favors a move to convince Russian of- 
ficials to lift their restrictions on emi- 
gration for Soviet Jews and other na- 
tionalities. 


Me said that since the amendments 


to the foreign trade legislation, which 
were offered by U.S. Sen. Henry Jack- 
son, D-Wash., and U.S. Sen. Adlai Ste- 
venson, D-lll., fewer Jewish people 
have been allowed to emigrate. 


Rabbi Brief disagreed with Young. 


He said he did not favor any changes 
in the Jackson or Stevenson amend- 
ments, but he did welcome Young's

interest in the matter. Young had in- 
vited 14 other rabbis to the meeting at 
the North Shore Hilton, but an aide 
said a scheduling had caused con- 
fusion on the date of the meeting. 


Young said he plans to send his re- 


port to all of the rabbis and hopes to 
meet with them to explain his views. 


Young traveled to the Soviet Union 


last November! When he returned 
from the trip, he stated that linking 
U.S.-Soviet trade agreements with 
e m i g r a t i o n policies was counter- 
productive. 


He said the Soviet Jews he talked 


with while in Russia indicated they 
were not discriminated against until 
they applied to leaver the country. But 
Rabbi Brief said members of his con- 


gregation have told him there is total 
repression of Soviet Jews. 


Young said he intends to send his 


report to Jackson and Stevenson and 
ask they reappraise their position on 
the emigration issue.

Tax hike vote for Feb. 14 
gets Dist. 54's blessings 


Voters in Schaumburg Township 


Dlst. 54 will be asked to approve a 
three-part tax increase referendum 
Feb. 14 that will increase the average 
tax bill about |70. 


At a Thursday night board meeting, 


board members Margaret Pageler 
and Sherry Reynolds voted against 
scheduling the referendum for Feb. 
14, saying that it was too soon to ask 
the voters for the increase. 


The referendum will ask voters to 


Increase their tax rate a total of 47,5 
cents per $100 equalized assessed 
valuation of their homes to bolster the 
declining education and operations 
funds. Residents now pay $1.98 per 
$100 equalized assessed valuation for 
the two funds. 


THE REFERENDUM also will ask 


for a flat $350,000 to complete financ- 
ing of a proposed new administration 
center. 


A five-year financial forecast for- 


mulated by the administration pre- 
dicts that without a tax increase, the 
district will be $15.4 million in debt 
by 1960-81. The report predicts a 47.5 
cent tax rate increase would cut that 
debt to $4.5 million and keep the dis- 
trict out of the red until 1978-79. 


Without a tax rate increase, the re- 


port states, the district will be 
$381,840 in debt by 1977-78 


While Ms. Reynolds said she sees 


the need for a tax increase sometime 
this year, she said she would rather 
hold the referendum later in the year. 


"We need more time to know what 


we're going to have to cut if the voters 
don't pass the referendum," Ms. Rey- 
nolds said. She said she believed vot- 
ers would react differently If it was a 
choice between cutting academic pro- 
grams and cutting "lunch programs." 


MRS. PAGELER said she was not 


persuaded that the district would need 
the increase until the fall of 1977.

Sara Moore gets 
life imprisonment 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A federal judge Thursday sentenced 


Sara Jane Moore to the maximum term of life in prison for at- 
tempting to assassinate President Ford, and said she never would 
have tried it if she could have been sentenced to death. 


The judge berated her as a product of a permissive society. 
"You wouldn't be standing before me if we had an effective 


capital punishment law," U.S. District Judge Samuel Conti told the 
45-year-old ei-FBI informant. "The one thing people care about is 
their skin. If you had thought that the moment you pressed that 
trigger it would cost your life, you wouldn't.have pressed it." 


Before her sentencing, Miss Moore said she felt no remorse for 


having attempted to take Ford's life and added that she still consid- 
ers assassination a "valid political tool." But she said she would 
not counsel anyone else to attempt an assassination. 


Miss Moore pleaded guilty Dec. 16 to firing a shot at President 


Ford from across the street as he walked out of the St. Francis 
Motel after giving a speech. The shot missed him by five feet, and 
Miss Moore was immediately taken into custody. It was the first 
shot fired at a President since John F. Kennedy was lulled in

Before making his trip to the North-

The announcement represented 


something of a change from the be- 
hind-the-scenes activities in the Walk- 
er campaign. Although Walker aides 
did solicit delegate candidates, an ef- 
fort was made recently by some 
Walker aides to create the impression * 
the governor was not actively seeking 
delegate candidates to file nominating 
petitions pledged to him. 


WALKER SAID he is not a candi-

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47.5-cent increase at stake 
Dist. 54 OKs tax hike vote for Feb. 14 


Voters in Schauraburg Township 


!)lst. 54 will be asked to approve a 
three-part tax increase referendum 
Feb. 14 that will increase the average 
tax bill about $70. 


At a Thursday night board meeting, 


board members Margaret Pageler 
and Sherry Reynolds voted against 
scheduling the referendum for Feb. 
14, saying that it was too soon to ask 
the voters for the increase. 


The referendum will ask voters to 


Increase their tax rate a total of 47.5 
cents per $100 equalized assessed 
valuation of their homes to bolster the 
declining education and operations 
funds. Residents now pay $1.98 per 
$100 equalized assessed valuation for 
the two funds. 


THE REFERENDUM also will ask 


for a flat $350,000 to complete financ- 
ing of a proposed new administration 
center. 


A five-year financial forecast for- 


mulated by the administration pre- 
dicts that without a tax increase, the 


district will be $15 4 million in debt 
by 1980-81. The report predicts a 47 5 
cent tax rate increase would cut that 
debt to S4 5 million and keep the dis- 
trict out of the red until 1978-79. 


Without a tax rate increase, the re- 


port states, the district will be 
$381,840 in debt by 1977-78. 


While Ms. Reynolds said she sees 


the need for a tax increase sometime 
this year, she said she would rather 
hold the referendum later in the year. 


"We need more time to know what 


we're going to have to cut if the voters 
don't pass the referendum," Ms. Rey- 
nolds said. She said she believed vot- 
ers would react differently if it was a 
choice between cutting academic pro- 
grams and cutting "lunch programs." 


MRS. 
PAGELER said she was not 


persuaded that the district would need 
the increase until the fall of 1977. 


"I cant's see with the way we are 


taxed to the hilt anyway, that we 
should go for the tax increase until we 
really need it." 


Board member Gordon Thoren said 


if the referendum is delayed and then 
not passed it might be too late to 
"make some of the cuts the way we 
would like to. I want the additional 
time to hold this referendum again if 
it doesn't pass in February." 


The administration's financial pro- 


jections are based on an eight per 
cent salqry increase each year for 
district personnel, Business Mgr. 
Marvin Lapicola said. Teachers re- 
ceived a 10 per cent increase for 1975- 
76. Lapicola said the 8 per cent salary 
increase projection is "a little un- 
realistic." 


Lapicola said the projection also is 


based on full funding from the state. 
He noted that Gov. Daniel Walker has 
cut state aid by about 5 per cent this 
year. 


The board said meetings will be 


scheduled between now and Feb. 14 
throughout the district to inform resi- 
dents of the financial situation of the 
district.

the city council's finance committee 
later spent months reviewing and re- 
vising.

budget furor and Mayor Roland J. 


Meyer appointed Green the acting 
manager. Applicants for the manager 
post have been reduced to four, but 
Meyer has said he will not appoint a 
new manager until after an April ref- 
erendum decides whether the city 
should adopt a strong manager form 
of government. 


Meyer said this week that Green 


would be in charge of working with 
department heads 'to prepare the 
budget. He said the appointment of a 
new manager should come after budg- 
et work had been completed.

Sara Moore gets 
life imprisonment 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A federal judge Thursday sentenced 


Sara Jane Moore to the maximum term of life in prison for at- 
tempting to assassinate President Ford,1 and said she never would 
have tried it if she could have been sentenced to'death. 


The judge berated her as a product of a permissive society. 
"You wouldn't be standing before me if we had an effective 


capital punishment law," U.S. District Judge Samuel Conti told the 
43-year-old ex-FBI informant. "The one thing people care about is 
their skin. If you had thought that the moment you pressed that 
trigger it would cost your life, you wouldn't have pressed it," 


Before her sentencing, Miss Moore said she felt no remorse for 


having attempted to take Ford's life and added that she still consid- 
ers assassination a "valid political tool." But she said she would 
not counsel anyone else to attempt an assassination. 


Miss Moore pleaded guilty Dec. 16 to firing a shot at President 


Ford from across the street as he walked out of the St. Francis 
Hotel after giving a speech. The shot missed him by five feet, and 
Miss Moore was immediately taken into custody. It was the first 
shot fired at a President since John F. Kennedy was killed in

Updated to include recent U.S. Su- 


preme Court rulings on corporal pun- 
ishment in the schools, the new Dist. 
Ij5 policy replaces an older policy that 
also allowed corporal punishment: 


• Only in the presence of another 


staff member. 


• Only after the child has been 


warned that his misbehavior will be 


punishable by a spanking if it contin- 
ues. 


• Only if parents agree to allow 


their child to be punished. Parents 
will be given the option of notifying 
the school that their child may not be 
given corporal punishment. 


BOARD MEMBER Walter Kendall 


voted against the policy Wednesday 
night, saying that the school district 
should not condone the kind of punish- 
ment the state does not allow for 
adults or children outside of school. 


But board member Joel Meyer said 


that during the hours of the day a child 
is in school, the school assumes the 
parental role. 


"Parents have the right to spank a

Gov. Daniel Walker Thursday made 


his second campaign swing through 
the Northwest suburbs in the last six 
days, pressing the flesh on a commu- 
ter train and attending a number' of 
coffee hours. 


Walker, who toured the area Satur- 


day, rode the crowded evening rush 
hour Chicago and North Western Ry. 
train to Arlington Heights, talking 
with rldtrs along the way. He was 
scheduled to have dinner with area 
campaign workers at the Scotch and 
Sirloin Restaurant in Woodfleld Shop- 
ping Center and visit a number of 
homes in the area. 


As Walker was greeting train pas- 


sengers, the AFL-CIO's Committee of 
Political Education voted to endorse 
his opponent'for the Democratic gu- 
bernatorial nomination, Sec. of State 
Michael Hewlett. 


THE ENDORSEMENT was not sur- 


prising, but Walker forces said the 
governor's strong pro-labor record 
might produce an upset endorsement. 
The union leaden did break with 
Mayor Richard Daley Thursday by 
endorsing U.S. Rep. Ralph Metcalfe, 
D-lst, over a Daley-backed candidate. 


Before making his trip to the North- 


west suburbs on the commuter train, 
Walker told a' Chicago press confer- 
ence 150 delegate candidates pledged 
to him had filed nominating petitions 
for the party's national convention. 


. T h e announcement represented 


something of a change from the be- 
hind-the-scenes activities in the Walk- 
er campaign. Although Walker aides 
did solicit delegate candidates, an ef- 
fort was made recently by some 
Walker aides to create the impression 
the governor was not actively seeking 
delegate candidates to file, nominating 
petitions pledged to him. 


WALKER SAID he is not a candi- 


date for president, but added that he 
could not "sit idly by and let Daley 
elect a bossed delegation." 


Walker said the delegate candidates" 


are not pledged to him; He also said 
he would be a delegate candidate for 
the convention, adding he would not 
attempt to win a delegate's seat dur- 


ing the state Democratic party con- 
vention in June.

Sara Moore gets 
life imprisonment 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A federal judge Thursday sentenced 


Sara Jane Moore to the maximum term of life in prison for at- 
tempting to assassinate President Ford, and said she never would 
have tried it if she could have been sentenced to death. 


The judge berated her as a product of a permissive society. 
"You wouldn't be standing before me if we had an effective 


capital punishment law," U.S. District Judge Samuel Conti told the 
45-year-old ex-FBI informant. "The one thing people care about is 
their skin. If you had thought that the moment you pressed that 
trigger it would cost your life, you wouldn't have pressed it." 


Before her sentencing, Miss Moore said she felt no remorse for 


having attempted to take Ford's life and added that she still consid- 
ers assassination a "valid political tool." But she said she would 
not counsel anyone else to attempt an assassination. 


Miss Moore pleaded guilty Dee. 16 to firing a shot at President 


Ford from across the street as he walked out of the St. Francis 
Hotel after giving a speech. The shot missed him by five feet, and 
Miss Moore was immediately taken into custody. It was the first 
shot fired at a President since John F. Kennedy was killed in

Residents' aid 
asked to help 
conserve water 


Mount Prospect Trustee Theodore 


J. Wallenberg Thursday called for a 
major community effort in developing 
an effective water conservation pol- 
icy. 


"We can come up with the finest 


policy or the' best-worded ordinance, 
bul It would be relatively ineffective if 
wo don't have the community behind 
us." 
Wallenberg 
toid the village 


board's public works committee. 


Wallenberg said he wants lo invite 


a variety of civic groups, home- ' 
owners' associations and other gov- 
ernmental bodies to attend the March 
public works committee meeting. He^ 
said such a gathering will generate 
ideas for an effective water con- 
servation program. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS have been 


worrying about the declining water 
supply since the summer when water 
levels in village wells dropped dra- 
matically. Levels in one well dropped 
about too feet from the previous year. 


Trustee E. F. Richardson said he 


endorses a community effort, but said 
the village board must take a stand 
on water conservation as well. Me 
said the first step toward establishing 
village policy was taken when the 


board approved sliding water rates 
that charge heavy users more. 


"We've already taken one step with 


the water rate increase," Richardson 
said. 


Both 
trustees 
said 
water con- 


servation Is an important part of vil- 
lage efforts to obtain an allocation of 
Lake Michigan water for future water 
supplies. They said one criterion used 
to determine the need for a water al- 
location is conserving existing sup- 
plies. 


WATTENBERG SAID he thinks the 


dwindling well water supply should, if 
possible, be preserved for those small- 
er communities who will not be get- 
ting lake water. 


One way of conserving existing sup- 


plies would be to enact a sprinkling 
ban. "We do have to make up our 
minds about sprinkling," he said, not- 
ing such a move may meet strong op- 
position from residents. , 


Richardson said the village also 


might want to investigate water usage 
at car washes. "Some of the biggest 
wasters of water are car washes," he 
said, noting that water recycling sys- 
tems can be required by village ordi- 
nance.

Sara Jane Moore to the maximum term of life in prison for at- 
tempting to assassinate President Ford, and said she never would 
have tried it if she could have been sentenced to death; 


The judge berated her as a product of a permissive society. 
"You wouldn't be standing before me if we had an effective 


capital punishment law," U.S. District Judge Samuel Conti told the 
45-year-old ex-FBI informant. "The one thing people care about is 
their skin. If you had thought that the moment you pressed that 
trigger it would cost your life, you wouldn't have pressed it." 


Before her sentencing, Miss Moore said she felt no remorse for 


having attempted ko take Ford's life and added that she still consid- 
ers assassination a "valid political tool." But she said she would 
not counsel anyone else to attempt an assassination. 


Miss Moore pleaded guilty Dec. 16 to firing a shot at President 


Ford from across the street as he walked out of the St. Francis 
Motel after giving a speech. The shot missed him by five feet, and 
Miss Moore was immediately taken into custody. It was the first 
shot fired at a President since John F. Kennedy was killed in

The 
specter of more taxes to support the 
new municipality in the future makes 


them uneasy. 


THE RETIRED COUPLE hopes one 


day to sell their property to a devel- 
oper for a nice profit. But they fear 
that may not tie possible because 
t h o s e backing incorporation are 
against more development. 


The Brattans and eight other prop- 


erty owners who live on 80 acres at 
Schoenbeck and Hintz roads are how 
spending much of their time con- 
vincing residents to vote "no" Jan. 31. 


Support for Prospect Heights' in- 


corporation is split in the community 
of 13,000. Opposition to the plan has 
begun to develop, with Quincy Park 


quadrominium owners and other resi- 
dents speaking out against the possi- 
bility of new taxes — now and in the 
future. Recent meetings sponsored by 
the Prospect Heights Improvement 
A s s n . , the group backing in- 
corporation, have drawn fire from 
residents who believe new taxation is 
inevitable.

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As Walker tours, labor backs Hewlett

Gov. Daniel Walker Thursday made 


his second campaign swing through 
the Northwest suburbs in the last six 
days, pressing the flesh on a commu- 
ter train and attending a number of 
coffee hours. 


Walker, who loured the area Satur- 


day, rode the crowded evening rush 
hour Chicago and North Western Ry. 
train to Arlington Heights, talking 
with riders along the way. He was 
scheduled to have dinner with area 
campaign workers at the Scotch and 
Sirloin Restaurant in Woodfleld Shop- 
ping Center and visit a number of 
homes In the area. 


As Walker was greeting'train pas- 


sengers, the AFL-CIO's Committee of 
Political Education voted to endorse 
his opponent for the Democratic gu- 
bernatorial nomination,' Sec. of State 
Michael Howlett. 


THE ENDORSEMENT was not sur- 


prising, but- Walker forces said the 
governor's strong pro-labor record 
might produce an upset endorsement. 
The union leaders did break with 
Mayor Richard Daley Thursday by 
endorsing U.S. Rep. Ralph Metcalfe, 
D-lst, over a Daley-backed candidate. 


Before making his trip to the North- 


west suburbs on the commuter train, 
Walker told a Chicago press confer- 
ence ISO delegate candidates pledged 
to him had filed nominating petitions 
for the party's national convention. 


T h e announcement represented 


something of a change from the be- 
hind-the-scenes activities in the Walk- 
er campaign. Although Walker aides 
did solicit delegate candidates, an ef- 
fort was made recently by some 
Walker aides to create the' impression 
the governor was not actively seeking 
delegate candidates to file nominating 
petitions pledged to him. 


WALKER SAID he is not a candi- 


date for president, but added that he 
could not "sit idly by and let Daley 
elect a bossed delegation." 


Walker said the delegate- candidates 


are not pledged to him. He also said 
he would be a delegate candidate for 
the convention, adding he would not 
attempt to win 'a delegate's seat dur- 


ing the state Democratic party con- 
vention in June. 


Walker said he did not have a com- 


plete list of the delegates who filed 
nominating petitions pledged to him.

George Wallace had more than 100 
delegate candidates file in his behalf. 


Walker said he "reluctantly" came 


to the decision to file delegate slates 


in Illinois' 24 Congressional districts. 


He said he will campaign for.the 


delegates, throughout the state and 
hinted some money may be put into 
the effort; -Walker's campaign chief, 
V i c t o r DeGrazia. had reported 
$250,000 would be spent on the dele- 
gate election, but Walker aides have 
recently backed away from any firm 
spending figure. 


Walker deferred comment on the 


•AFL-CIO action for Metcalfe, who has 
become a chief target for defeat by 
Daley. At the time of his press confer- 
ence, the union leaders had not voted 
on the gubernatorial race.
